Ottawa, March 27. — By a vote o£ 109 
to 56 the Commons last night rejected 
the motion of Mr. Batfrassa for tti 
appointment of a special committee 
to investigate. Mr. Fowler's "women 
wine and graft" charges, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier resented the 
action of Mr. Bourassa in descending; 
into the gutter to rakb up indellnii 
charges. Ho said the proposed coin 
mitteo was of un Inquisitional char 
acter. 

Mr. Borden emphatically declared 
that he would facilitate any charge 
preferred, whether against members of 
the opposition or on the government 
side. As to Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
suggested inquisition, what could 
equal tho inquisitional proceedings of 
the insurance commission, which re- 
fused tho right to Messrs. Foster and 
Fowler and others to cross-examine 
witnesses. While not agreeing with 
the text of the resolution, ho declared 
amid the loud applauso of his follow 
era that he would voto for it. 

Three Liberals voted in the mlnor- 
itv, Bourassa, Lavergno and Robitaillo, 
and all tho Conservative members 
except Foster and Fowler, whose 
names were mentioned in tho r?solu 
tion. 

Lumber Inquiry 

A. E. Watts, of Wattsburg, threw 
some lively shots into the lumber 
committee today. He started out by 
charging that Mr. Lancuster put 
answers into tho moutha of witnesses 
and the same went on record. it 
appeared that witnesses made false 
statements. Evidently Mr. Lancaster 
was trylhg to enhance tils reputation 
in order to qualify for the attorney- 
generalship in. the noxt cabinet. This 
.statement evoked a good deal of 
laughter, in which Mr. Laneaste" 
joined'. 

Chairman Green way intimated to 
tho witness that he had better con 
line himself to the subject matter o 
the enquiry and leave members of the 
committeo alone. Mr. Watts there 
upon proceeded to explain the dllllcul 
ties of mill owners in British Colufti 
bla. In that province they could not 
and would not pay the starvation 
wages which prevailed in the oast. In 
Ottawa men were paid $1.0S per day 
and boarded themselves, while for 
similar work in British Columbia 
$2.50 and $3 a day was paid, "and wc 
feed our men with the finest kind of 
food, and the delicacies of the season, 
better than many eastern hotels sup- 
ply." (Laughter.) .Should tho time 
como when ho could not afford to pay 
high wages he would close down his 
mill and go in for political business, 
as he noted that there was a good 
chance for an honest and sober legis- 
lator who would join in tile hunt after 
grafters. (Laughter.) There was 
serious talk amongst old and powerful 
men about the secession of British 
Columbia from the Dominion, their 
opinion being that British Columbia 
would bo better off as a crown colony, 
but personally he would sacrifice his 
own interest rather than help to undo 
the work ol the grand old empire- 
builders. 

AV. B. Bashford, Rosthern, indepen- 
dent lumber dealer, was examined 
before the lumber committee yester- 
day. Ho said that lumber was too 
dear. There were two reasons; one 
was on account of tho lack of trans- 
portation facilities, and tho other was 
that tho mills were putting up tho 
prices. Ho had no difficulty in getting 
lumber. He purchased from seventeen 
different mills, all of which belonged 
to the association. Tho line yards 
were the worst for putting up prices. 
His remedy was that the mills should 
not supply a dealer that was charging 
too much. He did not think that the 
farmer was paying too much for his 
lumber. J. Nell, of tho Sturgeon Lake 
Lumber Co., Prince Albert, was next 
examined. He gave a list of prices. 
Lumber was about $4 higher than last 
year. There was also an increase in 
production. 

Colonial Conference 

An interesting discussion took place 
in tho Commons today on tho colonial 
conference. Sir Wilfrid Laurier defin- 
itely intimated that he would go. Mr. 
Borden criticized tho government in a 
friendly way for not sending proposals, 
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and asked information on sevoral 
points. Sir Wilfrid Laurier said the 
chief point the Canadian delegates 
would bring up would bo tho trade 
issue, but on this qucsti6n tho views 
of • tho Canadian government had not 
changed since 11)02. On the matters 
of defence, reciprocity within tho cm- 
piro and cattle embargo tho govern- 
ment would adhere to its original atti- 
tude. The liouso will nit mornings 
noxt week. Prorogation is expected 
by the fifteenth, when Messrs. Field- 
ing and Patorson will follow Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier. 

Right Hon. James Bryco, British 
ambassador at TVashlngton, arrived at 
one o'clock today. The train was over 
an hour late. He drove straight to 
Government House. This evening he 
took a seat on the floor of tho House 
of. Commons for a time, and was loud- 
ly cheered. 

At tho meeting of tho public ac- 
counts committeo today the sub-target 
gun was up again. Sir Frederick 
Borden -was examined and said that 
ho never had any dealings with Jewell, 
tho promoter. It was true that he was 
served with p .-.-.fit from Jewell upon 
his departure to England. He gave 
tho writ to his private secretary, and 
never heard any more about it. His 
secretary gave it to a lawyer, and that 
was the last ho ever heard of it. 
.

Sultan Expected to Yield— For-

Tangier, March 27. — Tho French 
armored cruiser Jeanne d'Arc and the 
cruiser Laande'have arrived here from 
Toulon. The commander of the Jeanne 
d'Arc will hand a list of tho French 
claims this afternoon to Mohammed 
El Torres, representative of the Sultan. 

Tho situation at Morocco is becom- 
ing more serious, according to tho 
reports received here. Hostile crowds 
arc pacing the streets, and Europeans 
dare not leave their houses without 
escort. 

Paris, March 27. — A despatch re- 
ceived from General Liauterl, com- 
mander of tho column <>f occupation 
today, announced that a squadron of 
Spah Is had been ordered to make a 
forced march from Hldi Bel Abbes, 
Algeria, to Oudja. The Spahis cannot 
reach Oudja before March 30. A bat- 
tery of artillery and a batallion of 
Zouaves have left Tlemsen, Algeria, 
for Lalla Marni, on the Moroccan 
frontier. 

General Liauterl has arrived at Sidi 
Bel Abbes and has taken charge of 
the military operations. 

Berlin, Marcli 27. — The occupation of 
Oudja, Morocco, by French troops is 
regarded at tho foreign ofilee here as 
being a proper and right and inevit- 
able step, if it be coniined simply to 
punitive measures for the murder of 
a French citizen, and is without ul- 
terior objects. 

It is assumed here, officially, that 
France will fully observe her arrange- 
ments entered into at Algeciras. 

The German attitude Is one of alert 
observation. Any modification of that 
attitude will depend on tho develop- 
ment of the French plans. 

Paris, March Tho Sultan of 

Morocco Is expected to yield promptly 
to all the claims formulated by the 
commander of the French armored 
cruiser Jeanne d'Arc, now at Tangier, 
as soon as he is convinced that tho 
French attitude Is indexible, and that 
France lias the unanimous support Of 
tho powers, No news has reached the 
foreign otlioe relative to tho occupa- 
tion of Oudja by French troops. 

CAUTION ON RAILWAYS 

Toronto, Marc!' 27. — Tho railroads 
have Ispuflfl orders to their engineers 
and conductors not to run beyond 
their regular time no matter how 
much they are behind, The circular 
adds: "Immediate dismissal will fol- 
low neglect, on tho part of any em- 
ployee to observe this rule." Tho 
order has been issued because of 
Hie groat danger of rails spreading 
through frost leaving the ground. 



PROFESSOR COHOE RESIGNS 

Toronto, March 27. — Professor "W. 
P. Cohor, who has been professor of 
chemistry at McMastor university for 
live or six years, lias tendered his 
resignation. Ho intends to go Into a 
new firm for tho manufacture o? 
chemical.';. Chancellor McKay has 
gone to New York, Baltimore and 
other places, and will look for a suc- 
cessor to Professor Cohoe, 



MEN ON ENGINE KILLED 

St. Paul. March 27.— The. Northern 
Pacific passenger train for Duluth 
which left St. Paul at 11 o'clock last 
night, was wrecked at Carlton, Minn., 
early today. The engine, mall and 
combination cars wero derailed and 
.ho engineer and fireman wero killed. 
Meagro reports received at Northern 
Pacific headquarters here do not In- 
dicate 11 * any passengers wore 
killed. 



Bucharest, March 27.— Forty peas 
ants wero killed on March 25 in a hard 
light with troops in tho Mozazl dis- 
trict. The insurgents In that section 
cut to pieces and burned some of their 
victims. A stubborn encounter oc- 
curred yesterday at a point on tho 
Giurgevo road about sixty miles from 
Bucharest, where 4,000 Insurgents met 
a strong detachment of troops. Tho 
latter attacked tho revolted peasants 
with cavalry us well as infantry, but 
tho military commander ultimately 
was obliged to use artillery before he 
was able to force the peasants to re 
treat. , , , 

London, March 27. — A special des- 
patch from Sofia, Bulgaria, says that 
according to some of tho Roumanian 
refugees who have arrived on the Bui 
garlan sido of the Danube, the insur 
gent peasantry has been guilty of tho 
same ruthless cruelties which usually 
mark tho feuds in the Balkans. Many 
of the landlord classes have been 
burned to death after their bodies and 
limbs had first been lolled in thick 
twists of hay or straw. Even chil- 
dren, the refuges add, have been 
hacked to death by the revolting peas- 
ants. 

Bucharest, March 27.— The measures 
proposed by the government to moot 
tho demands of the revolted peasant- 
ry and end tho cruel war which is 
devastating Moldavia and Wallachia, 
wero announced in today's issuo of 
the Official Gazette in tho shape of 
a proclamation issued in tho name of 
King Charles. The proclamation ap- 
peals for tho patriotic cooperation of 
the peoplo to procure the establish- 
ment of tranquility, and agree to the 
immediate suppression of some of the 
heavier taxes, while hereafter the 
farm - lands will be cultivated by the 
state or leased to tho peasants. Not 
one of the larger syndicates hitherto 
engaged in farming vast tracts of land 
will bo allowed to hold more than 8,- 
000 acres. The document also gives 
notice of the introduction of laws to 
ameliorate the conditions of the peas 
antry, facilitating the raising of mon- 
ey to pay rents, reforming tho taxa- 
tion of small holdings and revising 
tho terms of tho agricultural agree- 
ments, which at present practically en- 
slave tho peasantry. These reforms 
being the desire of the sovereign and 
the government, Boumanians are 
urged to give all possible assistance 
to the government, which, while 
scrupulously applying tho lands and 
avoiding injustice, will at the same 
time vigorously suppress all disorders 
and severely punish all who seek to 
profit by robbery. 

The minister of tho interior an 
nounced today that the situation in 
Moldavia had Improved, but there is 
not ^uch evidence in support of the 
statement in tho reports of disor- 
ders coming in from numerous points, 
Tho workmen In tho petroleum dis- 
trict are also in a state of excitement, 
but the authorities bollevo that the 
measures taken will prevent any dls 
orders among them. Plenty of troops 
have been concentrated here to pro 
tect the capital, and reinforcements 
are speedily being distributed in tho 
districts disturbed. Tho now cabinet 
minister propose to mako a tour of 
the country and personally superin- 
tend tho measures taken in order to 
allay the agitation. 



G. P. R. ill CONTRACT 
COB UP \i HOUSE 



Premier Campbell-Bannerman 
Says New One Will be Made 
After Conference 



London, March 27, — Tho Houso of 
Commons, by a. largo majority, today 
ratified the contract with tho Canadian 
Pacific for the conveyance of malls 
between Livernool and Hongkong. 

Harold Cox, Liberal, and other mem- 
bers severely criticized the contract as 
a great waste of public money, each 
voyage costing $17,305. They declared 
that the result of tho contract was 
simply to provide tho American rivals 
of British merchants with easier ac- 
cess to the far eastern markets. It 
was also fjuggosted that there was 
some underlying strategical reason 
justifying the payment of a heavy sub- 
sidy. 

Mr. Runeiman, parliamentary secre- 
tary of tho treasury, and Premier 
Campbell-Bannerman, while admitting 
that it was not profitable, defended 
tho contract as being a temporary 
arrangement pending tho discussion of 
the matter by tho colonial conference; 
after which a new contract would he 
made. 



NOT TO MAKE WHISKEY 

Winnipeg, March 27. — An erroneous 
impression has gained considerable 
publicity in eastern Canada, to the 
effect that tho Canadian Distilleries, 
Limited, will make whiskey. This 
company was organized to manufac- 
ture alcohol as a commercial product 
from low-grade grains, not for distill- 
ing liquor, as represented by eastern 
clergymen in letters to the press. 



SOUTH AFRICAN HEROES 

Montreal Monument To Bo Erected 
on May 24 

Montreal, March 27. — May 24 has 
been set as the date of tho unveiling 
of the Strathcona monument in Mont- 
real. This monument is to commem- 
orate the. deeds of tho Canadians who 
fell in battle in South Africa, and is 
being erected by popular subscription. 
A big military review has been ar- 
ranged for tho occasion, The Forty- 
eighth Highlanders and the Queen's 
Own of Toronto have made inquiries 
and arc expected to attend. His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General has 
consented to be present at the cere- 
mony. The monument is costing 
thirty thousand dollars. 



RICH GOLD ORE 

Another Strike Reported in the 
Laurcntian Mine 


Wablgoon) Out., March 27. — A des- 
patch from Goldrock announces that 
mother strike of extraordinarily rich 
ore has been made at .the famous 
Laurentlan mirfe. The wealth of ore 
exposed equals, if not surpasses, the 
phenomenal discoveries already record- 
ed.

It Is esti- 
mated that fully 1200 people arrived 
during this period, some 900 of whom 
are British immigrants, tho balance 
being foreigners, from Austria or Ger- 
many.

New Orleans, March 27. — A private 
cablegram received here states that the 
Hondurans have recaptured the port of 
Trujillo. This was the first Caribbean 
seaport of Honduras taken by tho 
Nicaraguans. 

Washington, March 27.— Tho stato 
department today received tho follow- 
ing- cablegram from Phillip R. Brown, 
secretary of the American legation at 
Tegcuigalpa: "Tho capital of Hondu- 
ras was abandoned early yesterday, 
precipitately, and was occupied last 
night by the Nicaraguans and tho 
Honduran revolutionary forces. T ns- 
sumcd charge In the Interval, with the 
aid of tho consuls, and preserved order. 
Tho Bonllla government no longer 
exists." 



Chicago, March 27. — The forty-five 
thousand trainmen of the Western 
railroads seem nearer a strike tonight 
than at any time slnco negotiations 
were begun two months ago for an 
increase of 12 per cent In wages and 
a work day of nine hours. 

The railroads offered an increase of 
7 per cent to passenger conductors 
and 10 per cent to brakemen, firemen, 
baggagemen und allied workers.

UNIVERSITY COMPLICATION 

Theological Institution Already Has 
Title of Saskatchewan 

Roglna, March 27. — An interesting 
question lias been raised in connection 
with the creation .of the University of 
Saskatchewan by a bill which passed 
the legislature last week. It nppears 
that there is already a University of 
Saskatchewan in existence, incorpor- 
ated by an act of tho Dominion par- 
liament, 46 Vic, Cap. 47. Tho senate 
of this university, which is a Church 
of England institution, met on Monday 
at Prince. Albert and passed a resolu- 
tion protestlrii' against the establish- 
ment of another university of the samo 
name, notifying tho legislative assem- 
bly and the government of Saskatche- 
wan of their intention to maintain 
their rights and praying that tho 
proposed act shall be so framed and 
constituted as to preserve their rights 
in full, and to contlnuo or enlarge 
their constitution, Including tho estab- 
lishment of a college at Prlnco Alhert 
in connection with tho said university. 
Inquiry here indicates that tho gov- 
ernment is much alarmed by this 
resolution. Tho legislatnro has full 
control over education in tho province, 
and Is within its rights Jn establishing 
the new university, .which will also 
have a monopoly of tho name, Tho 
Prince Albert institution will contlnuo./ 
to havo the right to confer degrees. In 
theology.

Ask Their Council for Money 
Towards Dr. Fagan's 
Scheme

New Westminster, B.C., March 2G. — 
That Dr. Fagan unci his assistants In 
the campaign for the eradication of 
tuberculosis' are now hot in ■ the fight 
was made evident to the members of 
the city council last evening. 

A delegation consisting of Dr. Fagan, 
provincial health 'officer: D. S. Curtis, 
D. G. Brymrier, J. J. Jones and J. B. 
Mathers waited on the council in the 
interest of the anti-tuberculosis move- 
ment. D. S. Curtis stated that they 
had been appointed by a meeting of 
citizens of this city last week to wait 
on the city council and ask for an 
appropriation of $1,000 towards erect- 
ing a tuberculosis hospital. He asked 
that Dr. Fagan be given an opportuni- 
ty to address tho council on the sub- 
ject of their call. 

Being given permission, Dr. Fagan 
pointed out tho great value of human 
life and the meagre precautions that 
were being taken in Canada to arrest 
tho ravages of consumption, tho 
agency which he claimed was respon- 
sible for more deaths than war or all 
other diseases. Consumption, he stat- 
ed, has always been a curse to the 
human race, but by means of much 
Investigation in modern times scientific 
men had discovered a means of check- 
ing the disease. Tuberculosis was a 
dreadful disease because it passed 
from tho sick. patient to the healthy 
citizen and more victims arc being 
added to its list in Canada every year. 
Dr. Fagan stated that during the 
months of January and February 23 
persons died from consumption In Bri- 
tish Columbia, and the deaths in Can- 
ada during that time had run into tlio 
hundreds. 

Tho speaker told something" of the 
success that had been met witli in 
other countries where efforts have 
recently been exerted towards stop- 
ping tho Inroads of tlio disease. In 
Germany, whero tho lirst concerted 
action against consumption com- 
menced the death rate from the dis- 
ease has been decreased during the 
last 15 years by CO per cent. Other 
countries had also fought it with 
marked success. In Ireland, where no 
fight against tuberculosis had yet been 
made, the death rate frohi consump- 
tion was increasing at. the rate of 15 
per cent. Dr. Fagan stated that ho 
had recently received a report from 
Northumberland on tho work accom- 
plished- in • the ■ tuberculosis hospital 
there, which had afforded him much 
gratification. The report stilted that 
60 per cent, of the hospital's advanced 
cases were in a healthy condition and 
able to attend to their ordinary duties. 

In these hospitals tho doctor states 
the treatment Is carried out by means 
of fresh air, food and rest and exor- 
cise, tlio latter under expert super- 
vision. The speaker pointed out the 
great need of a place for the proper 
caro of-consumptlve patients. He stat- 
ed that the hospitals were refusing 
patients right along. Only recently 
he stated tho Royal Columbian, hos- 
pital had turned away a young man 
who was in the last stages of con- 
sumption, and the invalid had soon 
after died. 

With reference to the finances, he 
Informed the council that $50,000 
was required in order to open the In- 
stitution and .a considerable amount 
of that sum had been 'subscribed; 
Vancouver had promised $5,000 and 
Victoria had, lie was ashamed to say, 
promised only $7110. G. D. Brymner 
otf the deputation also spoke a few 
words in reference to tlio finances. 

In reply to tho deputation, Mayor 
Kcary stated that ho was in favor of 
helping the sick, but tlio matter un- 
der discussion appealed to him in a 
manner unfavorable to the delega- 
tion's request. He could see no reason 
why municipalities should be asked 
to support such an undertaking. The 
Provincial and Dominion governments 
represented the people completely and 
the governments should provide the 
entire cost of an institution H uch as 
was proposed. Dr. Fagan stated in 
reply that no government had ever 
yet taken tho lead in tlio fight against 
consumption. ' The start had always 
come from the people. In his canvas 
for funds among the people generally 
the doctor staled he had invariably 
found persons who did not want to 
gi"o themselves advancing the same 
political question as had been raised 
by his worship. "Dr. Fagan, I take 
Issue with you right there," said the 
mayor. "I Had no thought of raising 
a political question, in fact politics 
was not in my mind when I made the 
remark, and notwithstanding what 
you say, doctor, I still hold that the 
governments, should support this 
movement." His worship stated fur- 
ther that tlio governments were 
spending vast sums of money foolish- 
ly and should invest sonic in the pro- 
posed hospital, Ho knew perfectly 
well that many people were working 
hard to help the project along, but 
why should they do It? lie asked; they 
will never get any thanks for It. Dr. 
Fagan stated that the people who 
wero working for tho hospital were 
not doing it for thanks hut for protec- 
tion. The ravage's of the disease was 
on the increaso, and IL was for the 
people to do something without delay. 

After several aldermen had asked 
questions from tlio members of the 
delegations, Mayor Keary informed 
tlio visitors that , an answer to their 
request would be given within a few 
days.

Renew the Chase of Two North- 
ern' 'Redskins', Suspected 
of Murder 



Word has been received from tho 
North of renewed activity on the part 
of tho provincial police in the chase 
of Simon Gun-ah-moot and Peter 
llyo-Madam the two Indians, who are 
wanted on a charge of having mur- 
dered LeClnlre a halt breed last year. 

Assistant Ch'ief Provincial Consta- 
ble Wilkie of New Westminster, to- 
gether with a constable from Van- 
couver went up to llaxclton last fall 
for the purpose of tracking down the 
two suspected murderers, but before 
their arrival the Indiana left the dis- 
trict. The constables laid in a large 
stock of supplies, and proceeded to fol- 
low them through the wilderness that 
lies to the north of Hazolton. The 
hunted men, however, made good 
their escape, although occasional 
rumors were heard of their where- 
abouts, and the constables were un- 
able to catch up to them. At the be- 
ginning of tho winter word was re- 
ceived here to tho effect that Simon 
and Peter were lurking in tho Bear 
Lake district, and there the constables 
followed them, without success how- 
ever. 

Now news has been received that 
the two men with a small party in- 
cluding Simon's wife and children, 
who have joined him, were seen by 
other Indians In the' neighborhood of 
Bear lake just before tho last spell 
of cold weather. It is not known 
that they loft the district, and since 
nothing has since been heard of them. 
Tho Indians of tho locality are in- 
clined to beWeve that the whole party 
perished during the cold weather. On 
this supposition several parties of In- 
dians have lately left Hazeltori for 
Bear lake, with a view to finding out 
just what has become of the fugitives 
in'd of bringing the bodies to the 
police. 

A roward of $250 lias been offered 
for the dead body of each man, al- 
though the Indians who are on the 
arch have been distinctly given to 
understand that they are on no ac- 
count to kill the fugitives, and that if 
they do they themselves will become 
liable to a charge of murder. For tho 
two suspected murderers alive, the po- 
lice are offering a reward of $1,000 or 
$500 each. 

With tho parties, of Indians, who 
have gone on the search, the police 
officers at Hazelton sent written mes- 
sages to both Simon and Peter, advis- 
ing them to come Into the town and 
give themselves up. They are prom- 
ised that the. .government will engage 
counsel to defqnd tin?))) at the trial. 

The residents of tJuzelton are ask- 
ing that, in the event of the capture 
if the two Indians, the trial be ar- 
ranged to take place at Hazelton, us 
it is anticipated that it would have 
:ood effect upon the Indians of the 
neighborhood. .Should the fugitive be 
brought ta'j.justlco it,. Is probable that 
this will bo done.

U seems clear that the repre- 
sentative seedless race' of fruit cannot 
long be depended upon to mature spe 
clrnenti of high uniform quality. It i: 
believed here that there is a prospect 
that fruits of this kind will deterior- 
ate and run out, simplv from theh 
seedlessness. This is causing some 
concern in fruit trade circles.

PEACE RIVER LANDS. 

The suggestion of tlio Colonist that 
tho Dominion Government should bo 
asked to devote the proceeds of tho 
sale of the Peace River lands over and 
above the amount given in subsidy to 
the 13. & N. Railway with interest and 
cost of selection and management 
added, to the construction of railways 
In this province, has met with many 
expressions of approval. Those persons 
who have conversed with us on the 
subject commend the proposal as one 
eminently reasonable, especially as It 
Is wholly in keeping with the object 
for which the land was granted to tho 
Dominion government in' tho first ins- 
tance. It certainly would be a very 
unreasonable proposition that tho 
large and valuable area within this 
provinco should bo handed ovor to tho 
Dominion to bo used for the benefit 
of the other provinces as would bo 
tho case, to a very great extent, If 
tho money received from Us salo goes 
into tho general revenue of the coun- 
try. 

We have been told that it will cost 
tire. Dominion a great deal of money 
to administer this area, but we think 
this is not a very serious consider- 
ation. It lies in a compact block and 
the cost of survey would surely not 
bo very great. In our previous esti- 
mate we allowed a million dollars for 
survey and sale, and we fancy this 
was a liberal amount, hut whether it 
is or not is mere detail. Indeed, we 
are not so sure that the pro- 
vince might not very Justly claim that 
It should have tho gross proceeds of 
.the sale, less the E. & N. subsidy and 
Interest. Wo are unable to understand 
why in everything relating to British 
Columbia the calculations are made 
•upon a hard and fast business basis, 
as though the relation between this 
province and tho Dominion wore tho 
same as between two business men 
each of whom was endeavoring to 
drive the hardest possible bargain. Wo 
would like to see a little of the same 
liberality extended to us as is prac- 
tised in the case of the other pro- 
vinces, and we believe that it 'will be 
extended if we show that wo expect it. 
It has also been urged that tho land 
is worth a great deal more than it was 
in 1884. This likewise is true. If tho 
land had been worth as much In 1884 
as it is now, the provinco would never 
have consented to give it up for such 
a small consideration. The people of 
British Columbia have a right to the 
increased value of that land, becauso 
it was never intended that tho Do- 
minion should make an immense profit 
out of it. Let us suppose that tho same 
thing had occurred in the Provinco of 
Ontario, and that In consideration of 
a sum of $750,000 paid twenty years 
ago that province had parted .with 
property worth now twenty millions 
of dollars. Will anyone pretend that 
Ontario would not put forward a claim 
to have the benefit of tho enhanced 
value of the land,' and that the claim 
would not be promptly admitted? Wo 
think noi. 

Another point is worthy of notice. 
In 1884 in order to secure tho grant 
of $10,000 a mile to the railway on 
this island the provinco had to give 
up this largo and valuable area. We 
do not intend to enter into any 
discussion about the equity of that 
arrangement, but we do lay stress 
upon the fact that, since 1881, millions 
of dollars have been given In aid of 
railways in other partii of Canada, and 
British Columbia lias paid its full 
share towards them. AVo venture to 
think that if the balance could bo 
struck showing how much tho Pro- 
vince of British Columbia had paid into 
the Dominion revenue and how much 
it had received in the way of railway 
subsidies, nnd how much the other 
provinces had paid and received in the 
same way, tho comparison would be 
found to bo very greatly In favor of 
this province. This is a point that wo 
shall endeavor to elaborate in some 
detail In future issues, although it is 
evident that data are not available as 
fully as might bo desired. For the 
present wo content ourselves with say- 
ing that In our humble Judgment the 
present legislature should not be al- 
lowed to close without a request being 
forwarded to the Dominion Govern- 
ment to tho effect above suggested, or 
something similar. 

Recent despatches announce that 
there will be a great inrush of people 
to tho, Peace River Valley and we may 
rely upon It that this will be followed 
up by tho construction of a railway 
from Edmonton. Wo cannot prevent 
this If wo would, and wo would not 
If we could. But we claim It as a 
right, sustainable on every principle 
of fair dealing, that tho great profit, 
which tho Dominion will derlvo from 
the sale of theso three and a half mil- 
lion acres should bo expended for the 
direct benefit of the province of Bri- 
tish Columbia. As wo regard the mat- 
ter it is not one that will admit of 
delay. .

GREATER CANADA; 

Stephen Leacock, Associate Profes- 
sor of Political Science at McGlll Uni- 
versity, has issued a pamphlet of 10 
pagos, entitled "Greater Canada — An 
Appeal," and upon tho title page are 
the words: "Let us bo no longer a 
Colony." We can hardly congratulate 
Professor Leacock upon his method of 
treating a great subject. Ho begins 
by asking what tho message of tho 
Dominion to the Motherland is to be, 
and inquires if "wo shall still bog tho 
good p»oplo to bear yet a little longer, 
for tho poor peasants of their colony, 
tho burden and heat of tho day?" 
Then he adds: "Shall ' our ministers 
rehearse this worn-out fiction of our 
'acres of snow,' and so sail homo again, 
still untaxed, to tho smug approval of 
tho oblique politicians of Ottawa?" 
Wo can scarcely regard this as the 
correct attitude from which any one, 
much less an Associate Professor of 
Political Economy, ought to approach 
tho consideration of «iny subject, and 
when ho goes on to say that to many 
people in Canada "Imperialism is a 
tainted word," becauso "it is too much 
associated with a truckling subservi- 
ence to English people and English 
ideas and the silly swagger of the 
hop-o'-my-thumb junior officer, ho 
raises a doubt at once as to his fit- 
ness to discuss tho subject of his 
pamphlet. 

Professor Leacock says that Can- 
adian policy teaches a boy "to detach 
himself from the history of the past, 
to forget that Camperdown, and Co- 
penhagen and the Nile aro ours" as 
much as they arc tho proper traditions 
of Englishmen. In reply to this we 
have only to say that he must have 
been educated amid singularly unhap- 
py surrpundings, if ho has failed to 
appreciate that Canadians of British 
stock are as much tho heirs of British 
glory as if they were born under tho 
shadow of St. Paul's. AVith Professor 
Leacock's ambition to see Canada take 
a larger sharo of Imperial responsibil- 
ity wo aro in the fullest sympathy, 
but wo certainly are completely out of 
touch with his conception of tho rela- 
tion, which he thinks a Canadian, born 
and • bred, feels towards tho United 
Kingdom ;;,ad. the world at large. 

AA'hen the Montreal Professor under- 
takes to describe tho potentialities of 
Canada one hardly knows whether -to 
laugh or lament that a man in a res- 
ponsible position should deal with such 
a subject In such a way. But It is 
when he attempts to speak of the pub- 
lic men of Canada that his idiosyn- 
cracies, appear at their best or worst, 
as you may choose. Ho describes 
them as "mud-bespattered politicians," 
He speaks of the proceedings of gov- 
ernment and parliament in those 
words: "Harsh is tho cackle of the 
little turkey-cocks at Ottawa, fighting 
tho while they feather their mean nest 
of sticks and mud high on the river 
bluff." Provincial premiers he calls 
tho "little men of tho provinces, cry- 
ing the petty gospel of provincial 
rights," and underneath everything is 
the "black-robed sectary with nar- 
row face and shifting eyes, snarling 
still with tho bigotry of a by-gone 
day." Nor does this Associate Pro- 
fessor of Political Economy content 
himself with condemning everything 
Canadian. He has his fling at the 
English government and English pub- 
lic men "with their Pantalooned Suf- 
fragettes and Swaddled Bishops." 
Trutli compels us to say that we think 
the Professor Is a little cracked; yet 
as what he has recently had to say on 
several subjects has received consid- 
erable attention, especially from tho 
press of the United States, it is just 
as well to let Colonist readers know 
his manner of dealing with serious 
questions.

STEEL IN CANADA. 

An American correspondent of the 
London Times writes: 

"The demand for rails in Canada 
during the next few years is likely to 
be much beyond the capacity or the 
mills at Sydney and Sault Ste. Marie, 
now the only rail mills in the Domin- 
ion. But tho need for a structural 
steel mill in Canada is even more ob- 
vious than the need for an addition 
to the rail mill capacity.— The existing 
structural steel mills at Montreal and 
Hamilton are equipped only for turn- 
ing out small-sized structural mater- 
ial; and their output is so small that 
it is almost a negligible quantity so 
far as meeting the existing demands 
for structural steel In Canada is con- 
cerned. In Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, 
AVinriipcg, and other of the larger 
Canadian cities steel is being used in 
building construction quite as freely 
as in American cities. AVith the pres- 
ent extraordinary activity in railway 
building in Canada the demand for 
steel for bridge construction is larger 
than It has ever been; steel is also 
now very generaly replacing wood, 
brick, and stono in the construction of 
grain elevators at tho Lake ports and 
fit tho railway centres of Manitoba 
and the other grain-growing provinces; 
and with the certainty that tlto Do- 
minion government will enact bounties 
for steel shipbuilding, there will soon 
bo an Increased demand for steel from 
the shipbuilding yards on tho Lakes 
and on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 

"Today there is not a plant In Can- 
ada which can turn out structural 
material such as is required by build- 
ers of largo business blocks and ware- 
houses in the cities, for heavy bridge 
work, or for .shipbuilding; and, more- 
over, there does not exist today a steel 
plant in Canada which has a furnace 
capacity such as would admit of tho 
addition of a modern structural steel 
mill. The furnace capacity of Canada 
today ia fully, engaged in meeting tho 



needs of existing mills— chiefly the rail 
and rod mills, All tho heavier de- 
scription of structural steel .must be 
Imported either from Great Britain or 
from tho United States." 

The facts set out in this extract are 
well worthy of tho consideration of tho 
people of Victoria. On Vancouver Isl- 
and there is an abundance of iron ore. 
Most of it is magnetite, but thero is 
considerable hcmatllo and bog iron, 
with tho probability of other deposits 
being found. Under the electric pro- 
cess, magnetic ores aro said to yield 
very excellent results cheaply, and 
this being the case, it Is worth while 
for somo of our wealthy and enter- 
prising ciiizens to Investigate the sub- 
ject fully. A largo amount of capital 
Is necessary to instal a plant for tho 
manufacture of steel rails and struc- 
tural stool, even when the ore and fuel 
aro as abundant as they aro here, but 
thoro is always plenty of capital for 
profitable business, and wo suggest 
that if a number of enterprising Vic- 
torians would got together and ex- 
amine into tho outlook for tho iron 
and steel trade and the facllltle.i for 
utilizing tho ores of this Island, they 
would get together sufficient facts to 
warrant them in placing an undertak- 
ing of tho kind before capitalists. 

All along tho AVest Coast of Vancou- 
ver Island aro extensivo deposits of 
iron ore. Perhaps there is no other 
country of equal size as abundantly 
supplied in this respect as this Island. 
Most of it Is of very high grade, and 
although the fact that it is chiefly 
magnetic Is somewhat of a disadvant- 
age, it is not one that cannot bo over- 
come. If the mines could be utilized 
by a plant, located, at, say, Esquimau, 
tho benefit to this city would be enor- 
mous. Tho Colonist is not unhopeful 
that something may be accomplished 
along this line. There is a duty of $8 
per ton on steel rails and a bounty 
Is to be given on iron and steel. Tho 
opportunity a for establishing a plant 
hero has already engaged the attention 
of people outside of British Columbia, 
but as yet no one has seen his way 
clear to make a beginning. One rea- 
son of this is that those who havo in- 
vestigated tho matter havo use for their 
money In the same industry in other 
placed. Very much can be done in 
this direction by our own people, if 
they put forward the right kind of 
effort. AVc have been Informed on ex- 
cellent authority that there is plenty 
of capital In Paris availablo for in- 
vestment in an iron plant, wherever 
thero seems to be a good opportunity

CHICAGO CANNED MEAT. 

Ban Upon Its Use is Removed by Bri- 
tish War Office.

CURE FOR WHITE PLAGUE. 

Medical Scientists at Tufts College 
Satisfied. 

Boston, Mass., March 24. — Hope for 
sufferers from the great white plague 
is held out by the success of experi- 
ments .with vaccine inoculation as a 
euro for ' tuberculosis, not only of 
lungs, but on other organs of the body, 
by the faculty of Tufts College Medi- 
cal School and pathological depart- 
ment of th& Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

The treatment has already been 
tested In tho case of Mrs. Curtis Guild. 
Jr., wife o'f Governor Guild, with most 
encouraging results. 

At Tufts Medical School the work 
has been in charge of Dr. Timothy 
Leary, professor of pathology and bac- 
teriology in tho Massachusetts General 
Hospital) and Dr. James Homer, 
Wright. Dr. Wright calls tile treat- 
ment, "tho Opsonic method," from the 
fact that tho opsonlus in tho human 
blood are stimulated to greater activi- 
ty- 

In the case of disease when danger- 
ous bacteria attack the body, the 
opsonlus set to work to u-jstroy tho 
bacteria. If they succeed, tho patient 
recovers, but If they fail, tho disease 
progresses and the deadly absorption 
of the vital organs begins. 

Dr. Leary says of tho preventative 
with which ho Is experimenting: 

"What wo are trying to do, and what 
others in overy part of tho medical 
and scientific world are at work trying 
to do, is to elaborate a specific which 
will so strengthen powers of the

JAPAN'S ATTITUDE. 

Viscount Hayashi Makes Statement to 
Diet. 

San Francisco, March 117. — Mall ad- 
vices from Tokio say that Viscount 
Hayashi, foreign minister of Japan, In 
a speech beforo the Japanese Diet, in 
answer to questions qf members' re- 
garding the Government's attitude 
concerning tho refusal of tho San 
Francisco authorities to admit Japan- 
ese to tho public schools, said: "Tho 
American Government, which through- 
out had shown profound sympathy 
with tho Japanese nation, sent us a 
telegraphic expression of its regret of 
tho occurrence before our protests! had 
reached Washington. We considered 
that our proper course was to stand 
to ono side and patiently wait develop- 
ments. In regard to the foreign sus- 
picion of agressivo intention on the 
part of Japan, this idea can only bo 
attributed to great lgnoranco of tho 
conditions here. The military and 
naval proposals , in the" budget are of 
a kind merely . to restoro and recog- 
nize tho national forces, just as every 
nation is doing.'- Ch behalf not only 
of tho government, but also of the na- 
tion/ I. beg to declare that Japan has 
no aggressive Intentions whatever. As 
far as commerce Is concerned our poli- 
cy may or 'may not bo considered ag- 
gressive. Wo have tho right possessed 
by all countries to peacefully compete 
■with other nations, but wo intend to 
firmly adhere to tho principles of equal 
opportunity and tho open door, in

GRAVEL WANTED 

Supply For Street Work Is Likoly To 
Be Inadequate 

Tenders were called yesterday by 
tho city purchasing agent for a supply 
of gravel for use on the works o£ 
street Improvement now on hand, and 
which will be undertaken by the city 
In the course of tho ensuing year. 
Offers will be received up to Tuesday 
April 2, and. it is probable that the 
contract will be awarded at the coun 
oil meeting which will be held on the 
evening of that day. 

Gravel is at a premium, just at 
present Scijuc difficulty was ex 
perienced in getting a sufficient sup 
ply last year, but the slight shortage 
which was the rule promises to be 
nothing alongside of tho famine which 
Is threatened this'-year. Up to the 
present the city lias been getting its 
gravel from Mount Tolmlo and other 
points outside tho city. Tho Mount 
Tolmte gravel will, however, not last 
forever, and the city ofileials are 
wondering whero their; supply Is to 
come from when that is disposed of. 
City Engineer Topp has madn several 
excursions Into the country in search 
of favorable locations, but so far with 
no groat success. 

The city officials aro now hoping 
that some contractor will prove to 
have had better luck than they, and 
to have discovered some good source 
of gravel. Whenever it comes from, 
It is hardly probable that it will bo 
found possible to get it delivered In 
the city at a cost of less than $1 a 
yard. At the Spring Ridge pits it is 
soiling at !)0c and 95c a yard, while 
that from the country now costs about 
G5c. 

In calling for tenders It is stipu- 
lated that the gravel be contracted 
for in lots of not less than 500 yards. 

LABORERS IN SPECIAL TRAINS. , 

Grand Trunk Pacific Wostcrn Contrac- 
tors Grappling With Difficulty. 

Laborers and artisans for (railway 
construction work in the west have 
now become so scarce that the con- 
tractors have adopted the plan of Im- 
porting' them in special trains, says 
the Winnipeg Telegram of Saturday 
last. A special, bearing 250 men from 
tho Eastern Canadian provinces, ar- 
rived at the Canadian Pacific depot 
yesterday afternoon, and was trans- 
ferred to the Canadian Northern. It 
will be forwarded to Lashburn, near 
Battlefprd, today, from whence the 
men will proceed north to work on tho 
construction of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific. 

Most of tho able-bodied men from 
foreign countries and Eastern Canada 
have been regularly snapped up by 
the contractors east of Winnipeg, and 
result those farther west have 
boon seriously put about to obtain 
sufficient men to continue their opera- 
tions. The wages are said to have In- 
creased by over 40 per cent, and the 
Indications arc that they will still fur- 
ther increase as there are not nearly 
enough laborers in sight to supply the 
demand. In addition to tho Grand 
Trunk Pacific, tho C. P .R. and the C. 
N. R. arc carrying on extensive build- 
ing operations, and tho throe roads 
are in active com petition for the ser- 
vices of nil available laborers. ,\r a 
result It is expected that the earnings 
of laborers per capita, will bo greater 
in j»ho west this year than at any time 
for years past. When spring finally ar- 
rives the Canadian Northern will re- 
quire thousands of additional men as 
plans have been formed for extensions i 
sufficient to eclipse thoso of former 
years to be carried out in the forth- 
coming season, the Oanndlnn Pacific 
operations will also bo carried on on a 
gigantic scale very much greater Chan 
in former years. 

It is estimated that upwards rif sev- 
enty-live thousand laborers and ar- 
tisans will be required in the west this 
summer, In addition to those already 
here, for railway construction work 
and to enable tho companies to carry 
out their proposed extensions and tho 
contractors to live up to their agree- 
ments. Yesterday's special is said to 
bo the first of many such, and serves 
to show the keen competition existing 
between tho different railway compan- 
ies and tho contractors in tho ac- 
quirement of men. Tho Avest Is de- 
veloping so fast that it is found well 
nigh Impossible for tho railways to 
keep pace with Its demands, and for 
this year, and a few years succeeding 
It, at least, the demand for laborers 
will be enormous and the wages con- 
sequently high. Western Canada has 
always been more or loss of a labor- 
ers' paradise, but for somo time to 
corno it promises to supersede Itself.

The following paper on Temperanco 
Teaching In Sabbath Schools, by'-Ame- 
11a Yeomans, M. D., Winnipeg, was 
read by Mrs. F. Andrews at Tuesday 
evening's session of the Sunday school 
convention: 

A Sabbath School convention Is a 
gathering oi' Christians engaged or In- 
terested in Sunday sehool work for 
tho sako of the rising generation.

the exercise of ' Individuality by tho 
workers: Quarterly temperance losscrn 
clay affords an opportunity. Tench tho 
lesson In a setting of special reclta 
tions and music; have an' Interesting 
story told 

Keep a plentiful supply of good 
temperance books In tho Sabbath 
school library; these will do grand 
work. 

Then there is World's Temperance 
Sunday, the ^children should have a 
share In" It. A ' special sermon might 
be preached, illustrated by blackboard 
drawings, or object lessons; or a con- 
cert, sacred to the temperance cause 
might bo held, with pledge-signing as 
a variation of tho programme. It is a 
good plan to have red, white and blue, 
cards and give every signer two, one 
to be kept always in sight at home, 
tho other to form, with the suVplus 
cards of other signers, an ornamental 
chain which could bo hung up In the 
Sunday school; watching and promot- 
ing its growth would bo a constant 
pleasure to the children and keep their 
Interest In temperance in healthy life. 

Leaflets of bright little temperance 
stories may be obtained whose circu- 
lation to, and through, tho children 
would do effective work.

How shall the 
church of the future successfully op- 
pose alcohol If she does not Instruct, 
as to its nature and effects, the troops 
she is raising to light her battles 
against the licensed liquor traffic. Per- 
haps It will be said: "The necessary 
teaching is given in the day school" — 
but the day school cannot fully treat 
tho question; the issue is moral and 
spiritual as well as physical and so- 
ciological, and if the Sabbath school 
noglects its part of the work it ren- 
ders largely ineffective the scientific 
temperance teaching of tho public 
schools; it is in the Sunday school 
alone that the highest and deepest 
teachings niajtflrjn -pi-yen, and for the 
sake of the children themselves, for 
the sake of the future church, jind of 
the community at large, there they 
should be given. 

Tho Sabbath day Is holy, so is tho 
Sabbath school and Its lessons. Tho 
child is shown, anH understands that 
God - is - specially in the teachings 
therc;,.Uiat,,:'io(dc not" upon fermented 
liquor, is' tho 'prohibitory law *ot the 
Bible, that he or she Who never 
"looks," will certainly never i.rlnk. 
What a. chnr.ee the . Sunday .'school 
possi- 
sonal 
jli is 

much better than throwing out the 
"life line" later in life when irrepar- 
able evil has already been done. 

The little' Q>V-'K"eari tlms.be prepared, 
as in no other way, for personal re- 
sistance to temptation, and .'.o form, 
as they grow older, a disciplined host 
who will constitute tho glorious mili- 
tant church of the future. Surely it 
is the high privilege, as well as the 
dutv of Sunday school instructors to 
take tills matter up, to add moral and 
spiritual force to the temperanco les- 
sons of our secular schools, to clinch 
thorn to the youthful mind with rivets 
glowing from the Divine flame of the 
inspired word of God. If this beauti- 
ful work is not done by the church 
it must fall of accomplishment, and 
how then can its members claim to 
be carrying, out to the extent of their 
power, Christ's mission "to destroy the 
works of the' Devil " The interests of 
the children and those of the church 
are one in this matter. 

What about the community's Interest 
in this subject? At present in the po- 
litical work', we see men, many of them, 
church members and fathers of Sun- 
day school children, so influenced by. 
the strongly intrenched power of the 
licensed liquor traffic, so hopeless of 
successfully opposing It, as to pro've 
moral cowards at the polls, and vir- 
tually vote for Its continuance by fall- 
ing' to fight it. Many of these are 
personally .total, abstainers but the 
good effect of their Individual exarn T 
pie Is nullified by -.their political 
ertia. Tho Christian soldier who will 
stand four-square to every alcoholic 
wind that blows, must be recruited; 
and begin ills work-, In the Sunday 
school. What a .stimulus to all inter- 
ests would be given if the church, put- 
ting on her beautiful garments «of uri 
flinching consecration and complot 
loyalty to the Master, and with th 
"little child in the midst," and throng' 
her care for all humanity's children 
would put forth her whole strength 
against Christianity's greatest foe; she 
would surely then, "terrible as as .-.n 
army with banners" march to complete 
victory. 

Faithful temperance seed-sowing in 
the church nursery will produce the 
men and women fitted to take thlfi 
glorious stand, coming up "to tho help 
of the Lord against the mighty" cv< 
the mighty liquor traffic.

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A customs regulation which is a 
cause of great dissatisfaction to people 
who desire to ship horses Into Yukon 
and Alaska has rccelntly boon issued 
from Ottawa, says they Vancouver 
Province. It provides that no horses 
shall bo brought Into Canada unless 
they pass a satisfactory veterinary in- 
spection or carry a certificate of in- 
spection by some . American veterinary 
which is satisfactory to tho Canadian 
authorities, , ■ -• )«»• 

Willie such a ' regulation may . be 
found to be workable in the Northwest 
or in Eastern Canada; it has turned 
out to bo a hardship on this coast in 
the case of peoplo desiring to buy 
heavy horses in Washington and Ore 
gon for shipment north. There is no 
veterinary Inspector In Yukon, and the 
only place where animals destined for 
that district can ' be Inspected is in 
Vancouver, and were It possible to 
have inspection carried out here 
animals in transit from Puget Sound 
to Skagway there would be no trouble. 
The few American steamers, however, 
which call at this port en route north 
do hot stop a sufficient length of time 
In port to insure snippers the certainty 
of sulllclent time for veterinary in- 
spection. 

' No Bonded Shipments. 
Nor Is it permissible for horses to be 
Shipped through Canada in bond un- 
less they have passed the required In- 
spection". The result is that animals 
cannot lie shipped from Washington or 
Oregon to Alaska via the White Pass 
route. When the new regulations went 
Into force on March 1 shippers of 
horses to the North found that they 
could not buy their animals- on the 
American side, where draught horses 
are fairly numerous, because of the too 
great chances of tho horses being re- 
fused admittance to Canada at The 
Summit. If the animals were certified 
lo by an American veterinary, his cer- 
tificate might not be satisfactory to 
the Canadian ollicers at the Yukon 
port, and there was always this possi- 
bility. ' 

The result has been (that there has 
been a great demand created in Van- 
couver for heavy horses. The supply 
has not been by any means adequate 
to the demand, with consequent great 
complaint from would-be buyers and 
shiPbersi Since March 1 all the horses 
Shlpped^into Yukon have been bought 
in British Columbia. 
Vr E S. Bushby, inspector of cus- 
toms who is now en route to Ottawa, 
vm bring to the attention of £ the fa 
nortmcnt the complaints ot noise 
, per", aad it is passible that some 
reme.rial steps may jje tatten. 

BULKLEY VALLEY. 

Many Settlers Arc* Coin? in and Con- 
siderable Land Is Under Crop. 

Lyster Mulvaney, of Hazclton, down 
on a holiday visit, Is a trapper and 
hunter and what he docs not know 
concerning the Skeena ami Cariboo 
district Is not worth knowing. It maj 
bo remembered that Mr. Mulvaney 
noted as guide to tho police when tnej 
weor tracking the Indian Gun-a-not, 
who murdered a white man Jast .Tunc 
near Hazelton in the Skeena District 
At that time Constables Monro and 
Willtlo of tho Provincial police depart- 
ment made strenuous efforts cap- 
ture the murderer, and tho services 
rendered by their hunter and trapper 
guido were of Incalculable benefit, as 
he was familiar with the country over 
which the pursuit was carried on and 
knew every road and trail. Without 
his assistance tho polico themselves ac 
knowledge that they would have been 
utterly helpless. 

Mr. Mulvaney states that engineers 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific railway, 
with a large survey party have been 
at work in Northern Cariboo all the 
winter and have made great progress. 
They have made a fine trail from Fort 
George to Fort Frasor,, and part of the 
railway route has been laid out and 
tho engineers are pushing their work 
forward 'its tp.it as the weather con- 
ditions allow. Tho Bulkley district, as 
is well known, ha* attracted consider- 
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able attention owing to its fertility, 
but tho drawback ha3 been tho lack 
of means of communication, which, 
however, will be removed when tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific Is built. "Indeed 
at the present time tho country," said 
Mr. Mulvaney, J 'ls being steadily sot 
tied up'-'antl quite a large area has 
been cleared and Is under crop. There 
has been but comparatively little snow, 
and the winter In the Bulkley has 
been much milder than in Cariboo, 
which has permitted out-of-door work 
at the mines and considerable land 
clearing on the farms. 

Mr. Mulvaney came out from Haz 
olton by dog slelgh-s via Cariboo. Ho 
has been on the road since February 
2Sth and on the trail experienced some 
very severe weather. Ho expects to 
return to his home town as soon as tho 
Skeena. river is open and navigation is 
possible.

Tehuantepec Railway an Import- 
ant Competitor to the 
Canal 



In view of the early Inauguration of the 
•Vlctorla-iilexlcan steamship service, the fol- 
lowing article from the Washington rorre- 
spondent of the London Financial Times 
■Will be of special Interest: 

Although the new railroad which has 
iheen built .from the Atlantic to 1h» I'sieliic 
oceans across the .Isthmus of Tehuautepte 
has been but recently opened for traffic, 
there In no question but wihut it will be a 
powerful rival to the American line across 
the Isthmus of Panama, and probably of 
tho Panama canal itself when the latter Is 
completed. The Tenuantepec railroad, 
-which was built principally with British 
capital, lias been highly favored by the gov- 
ernment of Mexico, which recognizes the 
Importance of the line not only In develop- 
ing that section of tho .republic through 
which It extends, but in Increasing the 
ocean commerce of Mexico. , iboth oa .the 
the iPncllhv In ndditlon to 
this, however, companies ihave been formed, 
for the purpose of constructing a consid- 
erable railroad mileage both In Mexico and 
Central America, which will terminate at 
the now Isthmus railroad, making It a ter- 
minal railroad for traffic from the sections 
of the country which the new lines will 
traverse, and which Is now exported from 
local seaports. The new railroads are In- 
tended, to transport such products as coffee, 
hardwoods, fruit, niinerais mid . :posslbly 
cotton, the merchandise liclng placed and 
shipped particularly at the ports where the 
Tehuantepec railroad ends. 

Promise to Bo Profitable 

Although the cost of constructing this 
competitor of tJlie Panama railroad 'and 
ciuiul was very heavy, on account of the 
difficult country through which It in laid, 
tho prospects for large earnings are such 
thnt the line promises to be one of the 
inost profitable yet built in America. The 
owners did not spare expense In providing 
suitable track and rolling stock, while the; 
harbors at each end represent a very large 
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outlay for (he construction of piers, ware 
.houses and other facilities. Railroad ex 
perls wllio have been over the route agrei 
that the Tehuantepec National railway ii 
an unusually good piece of railway con 
structlon and seems capable of NtintnliiliiK 
all the freight traffic that can be obtained 
for It. The road is .standard gauge of ■' 
feet 0% Indies. For the clayey soil, ther. 
Is rock, ballast and gravel. The steepen 
are creosoted pine, California redwood and 
native hardwood. Klght-pouud rails were 
employed,' and the locomotives and rolling 
slock are of the best makes. Tfllo Jiesr 
steel bridges, with solid masonry and abut 
incuts, are utilized wherever a river is tt 
be crossed, and this Is especially import- 
ant on account of the torrential rains ir 
the wet season. Moreover, the locomotive., 
burn fuel oil from Dcaumont, Texas, load 
ed in tank steamers and delivered at Coat 
zacohlcos, where the railway company has 
a large steel storage tank of a capacity of 
1,600,000 gallons, from whi.di it ia distrib- 
uted to smaller supply tanks along the 
line, each having a capacity of o.fiOO gal- 
lons. 

Great Engineering Problem 

(Die Gulf or Atlantic terminal 13 at „U lp 
month of the Coalzacoa:c3s river. iac 
engineering problem of dredging a channel 
through the bar to rlie sea has Imou met 
by following The plan at The mouth rf the 
Mississippi. Converging Jellies have been 
built from the mou:h of th.i river iO die 
sea, In which the curcciit Is confined nna 
scours out the channel. The normal bar 
Is 14 feet on the crest. The channel hm- 
been deepeued to 33 feet and to 328 feet 
wide. In this way a deep Inner basin has 
been created. The jetties or dykes con- 
verge from ;i,-14o feet at the shores to 111!) 
feet at the sea ends. There are one nnd. u 
quarter miles of wharfage. ste.-I wharves, 
and the plans Include nine wnrcHiouM*), el ch 
400 feet in length. At the Sallnn Cruz, r.u 
the Pacific, the engineering problem was 
much more serious than on the Gulf. The 
"northers" which stveep across tho Isthmus 
heat the surf out of the sea, and since 
there Is not natural shelter. It was neces- 
'«arv to construct-both -an outer or refuge 
Iha'rbor and -mi inner harbor' with wharves 
and dry docks. The only advantage offere-' 
fljy nature was the rocky promontory 2jOT 
feet high from the base of which break 
waters could be extended. These break- 
waters have been constructed with the con- 
vex sides turned seaward. The jetties at 
the entrance are oTiO feet across. 1 lie east 
■breakwater about -I.00U feet long. But the 
real harbor Is to be In the inner L<2?!«. 
which will be entered by ships from the 
outer harbor, and in which absolutely still 
water Is to be found. The Interior basin 
Is wholly artificial: and occupies on the 
shore the former site of the old town of 
Sallnn Cruz. At the front of the basin is 
a wall of concrete. 

The Traffic Programme 

The mainstav of the Isthmian railway 
for some time will be the handling of Amei- 
Ican domestic traffic through the contract 
of the railway company, with the .Ham- 
burg-Hawaiian Steamship company, when 
after this year will abandon the ..Strait of 
.Magellan route for its steamers from New 
York to .San Francisco and Puget Sauna', 
and from Honolulu to the Atlantic In favor 
of tho Tehuantepec route. The American- 
Hawaiian line will maintain a triangular 
line of steamers from -New York to Lmitz- 
acialcos on the Atlantic side, and from 
Sallnn Cruz to .San Francisco and Hawai- 
ian points' back to Sallna Cruz on the In- 
due side. It Is said thnt under the terms 
of the contract between the railway com- 
pany and the American-Hawaiian line Hie 
latter will use the Tehuantepec route until 
the opening of the Panama canal, no flxetl 
year being designated. The Hawaiian line 
bundles 2o0,000 tons of .Hawaiian sugiir an- 
Dually, but owing to the facilities offered 
by tho new route, it is highly probable 
that the bulk of the sugar crop will now 
lie forwarded via Tehuantepec Instead of 
In sailing vessels as at present. American 
domestic traffic by water from the Allan 
tie to the fftociflc and vice versa, will als. 
coir.'.iilera'biy Increase, as It has been esti- 
mated that, a 5,000-ton cargo could he for- 
warded across the. Isthmus in '!1 hours. Of 
course, at best, this is rough guess-work, 
although no doubt whatever is entertained 
that the average transit time between, say, 
New York and San Francisco, will not be 
much In excess of that required for the 
all-rail route. 

Rival to Panama Railroad 

It Is, nevertheless, certain thnt the Pan 
am.i railroad has now found a formidable 
rival which will gradually absorb all its 
transit trade, as lite facilities of the Pana- 
ma railroad are being more and more tax- 
ed by the construction of the Panama 
canal The Influence of the Tehuantepec 
Hue on the development of Mexico Is an un- 
oueslionnble one. Intimations are given 
tun .Mexico will now enter upon n series 
of trade treaties with -Chill and other 
PaolOo Coast countries of South America, 
with a view to securing not only a portion 
of Uielr traffic for International transit, 
.but also with the purpose of extending 
M»xlcan commerce,, These trade arrauge- 
mens have been negotiated In the past, but 
Hip lack or harbor facilities at Sallna Cruz 
rendered them valueless. However, n good 
start has been made with the line from 
IBrirlah Columbia to Sallna Cruz, which 
will be opened next March. Later on, as 
trido develops, a South American com- 
pany may find Us way to run steamers up 
the 'west const so .Sallna Cruz.

J. E. PHILLIPS' FUNERAL 

Remains of Early Resident of Victoria 
Laicl at Rest 

New Westminster, B. C, March 2G. 
— Tho funeral of the late J. JCdward 
rhlllips took place at 11 o'clock this 
afternoon from the family residence, 
orncr Fourth street 2.1'id Queen's ave- 
nue, and wiis In charge of the Odd 
Fellows, of which order the deceased 
was a prominent member, A service 
was held at Holy Trinity cathedral. 
In his death on Saturday after an ill- 
ness of six years, New Westminster 
lost one of her pioneer business men 
and a man who was esteemed and re- 
spected by all who know him in busi- 
ness, lodge or social circles. 

Tho late J. Edward Phillips was 
bom in England, Sept. 3, lSf>0, and. In 
May of the next year camo to Canada 
With his parents. They landed in 
New York, and then by way of Pan- 
ama, and San Francisco came to Brit- 



ish Columbia, settling in Saantch. 
Hero they lived off and on till 1874, 
when thoy moved to Victoria, the fa- 
ther, James Phillips, having spent 
some time In the Cariboo country. Ho 
was in the drygoods business for two 
years ipj Victoria with A, B. Gray, and 
when that- firm opened a branch in 
New Westminster in 187S, ho camo 
hero as assistant in the store. Eater 
ho .went .with. Ellard & Co., then un- 
der tho management of J. W. Harvey. 
In 18S7 he went into business on his 
own account and took an active part 
in building up the enterprise till his 
Illness six years ago,, when his broth- 
er, M. Phillips, assumed the manage- 
ment. 

Tho deceased was for a short time 
in the second battalion In Victoria, 
and on coming to New Westminster 
ho entered the Seymour artillery . un- 
der Capt. Plttehdrigh.

According to all accounts, William 
familiarly known as "Billy" Mac 
Vickars, who was recently sent up to 
Kaicn Island by the Attorney Gen- 
eral's department to act as special 
constable, Is making things lively 
there. 

Mr. MacVickars was given special 
instructions to seo that nono of .the 
"squatting," land grabbing, and other 
irregularities which usually mark the 
foundation of a now town, should b 
carried on at Prince Rupert, and Judg 
ing from what word has been reciivc'd 
In this' city, It appears that he is cur- 
rying out his duty right to the letter. 
Previous to his arrival a number of 
speculators arid "squatters" had en- 
deavored, to locale what promised to 
bo valuable sites in various parts of 
the future city. The men were camped 
in tents, and previous to the arrival of 
tho special constable no attempt had 
been made to; oust them. When he 
arrived on tho scene there was some- 
thing doing. Just what the exact na- 
ture of those doings was Is not known, 
as Mr. MacVIckcrs is more a man of 
action than words, and has not yet: 
found time to communicate with his 
friends in this city. Certain it Is, how- 
ever, that when he arrived at Kalon 
Island some two weeks ago tho squat- 
ters were in a peaceful occupation of 
their tents on the reserves. When the 
Tees left Prince Rupert, a few days 
ago they wero there no longer. Mr. 
MacVickars had interviewed them, and 
they left. Whether tho arguments be- 
tween the special constablo and tho 
land grabbers were confined to words 
alone is not known. Mr. MacVickars 
is quite an exponent of the "strong 
arm" policy. Usually a quiet and 
peaceable citizen, he can when thd oc- 
casion calls live tho strenuous llfo with 
tho best, and If the squatters showed 
any.' inclination to press the argument 
beyond tho verbal atage he would not 
likely bo fouiid lacking in ability to 
hold up his end of the game.

WELL KNOWN PRIESTS DEAD 

Careers of Two. Catholic Divines Who 
Passed Away at Vancouver 

It is with groat regret that the death 
of two of the pioneer Oblate Fathers 
Is recorded, says the Vancouver News- 
Advertlser. The Rev. Fathers Nor- 
bert and Richard Pierre Louis, 'both 
passed away on Sunday. The former 
had been In charge of the Church of 
the Sacred Heart in the Fast Fad of 
tho city since Its establishment and 
was very popular with his congrega- 
tion, among whom his loss will be 
keenly , felt. Rev. Father Pierre Louis 
Richard was the head of the Catho- 
lic mission situated across the inlet. 
Ho was dearly beloved by the. Indians, 
for whom he never tired in his labor. 

Tho birthplace of the late : Father 
Ouellette was Maslche, Que. After 
graduating from St. Mary's college, 
Montreal, ho studied for the priest- 
hood at Nicolot and was given charge 
of tho parish of Lavenier. There he 
remained.; for seven years. In 1SR7 he 
joined the Oblate Fathers at Montreal, 
and for tho following nine years his 
labors wero those or an Oblate .mis- 
sionary In different parts of the prov- 
ince of Quebec. 

In. 1878 Father Ouelettc was trans 
ferred from the city of Quebec to Win 
nipeg, which was at that time little 
more than a village. • He faced many 
hardships and won many souls during 
tho fourteen years ho resided !n Man- 
itoba. Ah tho. city increased in popu- 
lation tils restlessness grew to he still 
on the frontier, ! where missionaries 
were always few in numbers. He 
commenced his work in British Colum- 
bia about tho year 1890, and since that 
timo has been in nearly every part of 
tho province, Including New Westmin- 
ster, where tho news' of his death has 
been received with profound regret. It 
is hard to estimate the number of his 
friends all over the country wlio will 
mourn his loss. He had only boon ill 
one week-. His death took place at 
1:30 last Sunday afternoon. 

Father Richard's death is equally de- 
plored. Almost his entire life, had been 
given to missionary work among the 
Indians of this province and the state 
of Washington. Since ho came to 
British. Columbia in the year 1SG!>, he 
pursued the work he loved In Ol-an- 
agan, Kootonay and other districts be- 
fore he look charge of St. Mary's mis- 
sion, about five years ago. His birth- 
place is a little village not far from 
Lyons, franco. 

The passing of Fathers Ouelettc and 
Richard make six deaths among the 
Oblate Fathers since November last. 
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lork in May, and, after discharge, will 
at once depart for the Pacific. Both Steam-

With the four steamers added, the 
fleet of the American-Hawaiian company 
will number sixteen tirst-class steamers, 
with a tonnage o' 103,000. Five steamers 
will remain on the Atlantic, connecting 
Eastern ports with Tehuantepec, and the 
rest of the fleet will engage in tho trian- 
gular service from Sallna Cruz, Hawaiian 
Islands and iPacltlc coast ports. 

The Ttfiudntencc route has. censed to 
bo an uncertainly and Is now considered 
n fixed and undoubted, fact. The harbor 
or Contzacoalcos, at tlie.igulf terminus of 
the railroad, has now an easily maintained, 
depth of twenty-four feet, una Is to be ex- 
tended as quickly hs possible. At prasent 
the harbor is not deep enough to ecrommo- 
dnle the big steamers of the Atlantic when 
fully loaded. On the Pacific terminus, 
Sallnn Cruz has a locked basin of large 
dimensions, which has been dredged out 
to a depth Mint will carry almost 'and 
steamer sailing In the Pacific ocean. The 
Arl/.oulnn on her first voyage to Sallna 
Cruz, in January, carried 11.000 tons of 
sugar nnd drew twenty-eight feet. .She 
had no difficulty in making the docks and 
lying alongside the tracks of the railroad 
and la transferring her cargo; "Tlia main 
embarrassment at .Sallna Cruz Is the qual- 
ity of labor available for loading and un- 
loading cargoes. The supply Is abundant, 
but primitive Once taught the way to 
manipulate the . fitSfP^fmSShp^m 
handling, the labor jmtmtm, .w ill. not . he 
embarrassing. The. difficulty oi transfer- 
ring cargoes nt Sallna Cruz lessens as tho 
natives get more familiar with the work.

Ottatta, March 22.— A company ! of . Ot- 
tawa and New York capitalists lias 1 boon 
organized,- and has applied for incorpora- 
tion to build an electrical smelter for Co- 
balt district. On getting their churter 
the compnny purpose to- erect ■ si ear Cobalt 
a SMO.OOO smeltoV/'iIiKPmU'y'lclalint'it^hc 
able to smelt and reflno tho dnsrnt abont 
one-half the cost which is Involved 
through the old process.. It will be the 
first of Its kind on the continent. The 
process is tho Invention of Mr. J. II, Held, 
of Newark. .N.J. In order to demonstrate 
Its superiority, the company propose to 
erect In Ottawa a small plant of twenty- 
four tons' capacity per day. This plant 
will be in operation by about May 3.

by the present company- Is a new inven- 
tion although a very simple one. 

About fifteen prominent Otlawans are 
Interested In the project. While the first 
plant in Cobalt district will cost' about 
$500,000, other units may bo added as the 
work develops. The site has not yet been 
selected, 'but it will probably he on the 
Montreal river or near New 'Llskard. The 
company Is capitalized at $2,000,000.

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SIS INTO PORT 



Captain of Sailing Vessel Decides 
Not to Wait for Assist- 
ance of Tug 



The British bark Sardhnna, uapt 
Walker, belonging to Androw Weir & 
Co., Glasgow, "arrived, at the Outer 
WliEyf this morning after a rough trip 
'from London. The bark has the 
unique distinction of making the wharf 
under her' own sail. Being unsuccess- 
ful in getting a tug at the entranco 
to the straits, Capt. Walker determined 
not to wait and with a favorablo wind 
made the difficult passage in safety. 
The Sardhana left London, Oct. 12. and 
encountered stormy weather practical- 
ly every day. In the English clian 
nel head winds were met with and two 
weeks elapsed before she got clear of 
the coast. On the trip across the At- 
lantic fairly good weather was oxpev 
ienced and the South American coast 
was reached early in December. When 
off the coast of Montevideo the crew 
had a diversion from daily routine and 
as a result one large shark was hauled 
on board while several others were 
Knot. The shark which was secured was 
caught with hooks bailed with live 
pounds of salt beef, and although the 
hooks are very largo the victim was 
not killed until the captain had sent 
four rifle balls into his care; 
I'roceeding south several icebergs 
were met with. Over a month 
was taken rounding the Horn 
the southern extremity . of Soutli 
America being reached about Christ 
mas. Heavy winds were met with 
and she had to run as fur south as 
lattitude (!0. Entering the Pacific htad 
winds again prevailed and continued 
until Central America was reached. 
On her, -way up the coast line weather 
was experienced until Friday last when 
she ran into a heavy gale from the 
southeast, the character of which is 
well known to Victorians. The Sard 
liana rounded Tatoosh on Thursday 
morning and although several tugs 
were seen all were busy and Captain 
Walker decided to continue on his way 
without their assistance. 

The Sardhana lias a-displacemest of 
1,100 tons and Is loaded with general 
merchandise, GOO tons of which are 
consigned for Victoria,' the remainder 
being for Vancouver. She com 
menced discharging yesterday, and it 
is expected that she will be towed to 
A r ancouver in about ten clays. After 
discharging at Vancouver sho will 
await orders, and It is expected that 
£he will- carry a load of lumber to the 
l'nitc-J Kingdom. 

Capt. Walker is well known to many 
Victorians and has on board the Sard- 
hana an organ which for several years 
was used in the church at Chemalnus.

Tho Orion will bo in 
Port for the next few days and when 
her repairs aro completed she will re- 
turn to Sochart, and resume the hunt 
for -whales. 



STEAMERS SHORT OF COAL 

The scarcity of coal on the Sound 
is working considerable hardships on 
the owners of steamers operating in 
these waters. The Seattle P.-L, dis- 
cussing the situation, says: C. E. 
Huston, superintendent of-' coal 
agencies of the Pacific Coast com- 
pany, lias sent circular letters to all 
tlie s-teamshlp companies on the Sound 
that on account of the scarcity of 
labor , the price of Black Diamond 
steam coal will be raised to $4 a ton 
April 1. The prevailing price of this 
coal has been in the neighborhood of 
$3.50 a ton. 

Tho raise at present will work i 
considerable hardship among tho own 
c-rs of tho small steamships. Tim new 
price of coal, together with the trou 
bles the owners are having with the 
engineers, will have a tendency to lay 
up the steamboats that are not mak 
lng expenses.

There is also a movement on foot to 
send several barges to British Colum- 
bia to get a supply of coal and bring 
it hero for equal distribution among 
vessels of the Sound fleet.

Tho 
changes which it will bring into force 
are of some importance. In some par- 
ticulars it decreases the privileges of 
the companies and in others it oper- 
ates In tho .reverso way. In a word 
it involves a re-arrangement of tho 
system now in vogue. 

The most important sections of tho 
hill are appended: 

"11. The lands which may ho taken 
without the consent of the proprietor 
thereof: 

"For the right-of-way shall not ex- 
ceed thirty yards in breadth, except 
in places where tho rail level is, or

Speaker Eberts announced that it 
was the Intention of his. honor tho 
lieutenant governor to assent 1 to a 
number of bills. As he was expected 
to enter tho legislative chamber at 3 
o'clock he declared a recess of half an 
hour. Promptly at tho hour mentioned 
the lieut. governor took the chair. The 
titles to the following bills were read 
by tho clerk of the house: ' :

These were formally assented to In 
his majesty's name, after which his 
honor retired. 

Debate Adjourned 
Tho adjourned debate on the second 
reading of tho bill entitled "An Act to 
Aid- the University of British Colum- 
bia by a Grant of Provincial Lands," 
was stood, over until after the holidays. 
Tho motion was made by Mr. Hender- 
son and agreed to by tho government. 
Southeast Kootenay Licenses 
Hon. Mr. Fulton introduced the sec- 
ond reading of the measure known as 
"An Act to Amend the Coal Mines 
Act," by' delivering a brief explanatory 
address. Ho stated that it provided 
for the " ratification of an' order-in- 
councll, under ; the terms of which 
licenses were issued for holdings in 
Southeast Kootenay. He pointed out 
that mijoh of the land in that district 
hiid been staked.' and rq-sjakt'd, ,and 
that difficulty had been met with in 
determining tho rightful owner? to 
different sections. In tho hope of 
clearing up tho trouble as much as 
possible the government had passed 
an order-in-council providing for tho 
Issuance of a specified form of license, 
It being stipulated that the holder, 
these certificates would only bo 
titled to retain their claims upon their 
being able to prove their right to their 
ownership. Subsequently there had 
been considerable litigation and the 
courts had decided that the order-ln- 
council referred to was illegal, which 
Of course, niado invalid those licenses 
issued in accordance with its pro 
visions. The bill which was submitted 
was intended to make these certifi- 
cates valid, thus permitting the hold 
e'rs to go to- law so that their claims 
to tho properties in question might be 
decided in a legal and just, way 
Briefly, the enactment proposed valid- 
ating tho licenses issued under the 
drder-ln-council. 

On motion of Mr. Macdonald tho do- 
bato was adjourned. 

The Bill 

Tho bill, as submitted, reads in part 
as follows: 

"Tho order-in-council approved tho 
4th day. of June, 1904, prescribing, 
form of license to be issued under the 
'Coal Mines Act,' being chapter 137 of 
tho revised statutes, 1897, and amend 
ing acts, to applicants for llcenso to 
prospect for coal and petroleum on 
lands situate within block 4,!'>93, 
Kootenay district, and all licenses Is- 
sued, or to he Issued, pursuant to said 
order-ln-coiincH are Hereby ratified 
and confirmed. 

"Section 9 of said chapter 137 Is 
hereby amended by adding thereto tho 
following sub -section: 'There shall bo 
a right of appeal to the full court of 
the supremo court of British Columbia 
from every decision of the county 
court or a judge thereof hereunder, 
which may he exercised by any person 
affected by such decision, In tho same 
manner and subject to tho same laws 
and rules as to time, prnctlce and pro- 
cedure as are applicable to appeals 
from final judgments in actions tried 
in tho county court.' 

"The said chapter -137 is hereby fur- 
ther amended by. adding thereto ■ the 



following section as section 9a: 'Any 
holder of a license to prospect for coal 
or'petroleunr or for eoalahd petroleum 
issued under this act; including li- 
censes issued or to be issued under 
the provisions of said order-in-council, 
approved tho fourth day of June, 1904, 
or the assignee of such holder, and 
whether such Iicens6 apply to un- 
reserved and unoccupied crown land 
or to reserved crown lands, or to oc- 
cupied crown lands, and whether such 
llcenso contains or docs' not contain 
any special terms or provisions, may, 
after having had his location surveyed 
and the survey filed In the department 
of lands and works, and notice thereof 
published in tho British Columbia Ga- 
zette, apply by petition to the county 
court of tho county in which the land 
is situated, for a declaration that such 
holder as assignee is entitled to re- 
ceive' a lease of such land under this 
act; such petition may bo addressed 
to tho judge of tho said court or to 
any judge lawfully sitting land acting 
therein, and may be heard and de- 
termined by any Judge lawfully sitting 
and acting therein; such petition shall 
set forth tho facts upon which i 
petitioner claims to be entitled to the 
lease, and shall be verified by affi- 
davit; within ten days after the filing 
of such petition the petitioner Shall 
apply to the judge In chambers for an 
order fixing a day for the hearing of 
the. petition, and giving directions as 
to service, which shall include publi- 
cation in a newspaper or in news- 
papers published in the county in 
which the claim affected is situate; 
any person or persons desiring to con- 
test or adverso the right of the peti- 
tioner may do so by filing an answer 
to said petition, in the manner and 
within the time tlxed and limited in 
tho publication aforesaid; on the day 
fixed for tho hearing of the petition, 
or the day to which tho hearing there- 
of may havo- been adjourned, the 
petition shall be heard and decided by 
a judge of tho court, in the same man- 
ner and subject to the same laws and 
rules as apply to and govern the trials 
of actions in tho said court, and such 
judge shall' have full power to decide, 
and shall decide on all matters arising 
before him on the hearing of [ !said 
petition, and shall have full power to 
make, and shall make, an order grant- 
ing or denying, In whole or In part, 



filed to the petition, and generally 
shall havo full power to make, and

''The provisions contained. In section 
5 'of said chapter' 137, in sub-section 
(2) of section 9 of said chapter 137, 
and in section 9a; of said chapter 137, 
as enacted by this act, shall applv to 
all locations of land > heretofore made, 
and to all licenses, and to all ques- 
tions and disputes, rights and titles 
heretofore and now in question or dis- 
pute, as well as to all locations of land 
hereafter made and to all licenses 
hereafter .issued, and. to all lands 
hereafter located, and to all questions 
and disputes, rights and titles here- 
after in question or dispute, and gen- 
erally to the determination of all mat- 
ters and questions, rights, titles and 
disputes arising under the said 'Coal 
Alines Act' and this act, as well pn'iot 
to as after the passing of this act" 
; The second reading of a bill entitled 
,, An „Act to Aid- the Municipality of 
the City of Slocan" was introduced by 
the Premier for its second reading. In 
his address he entered into the situa 
tion in detail. He said that Us pin- 
pose was to. assist in the- adjustment 
of some Indebtedness incurred. At the 
approach of the dull season, tho Pre- 
mier asserted, Slocan had experienced 
a. slump, many miners and others re- 
siding -in that locality having left for 
other parts. As a: result the district 
had suffered nnd the corporation had 
found It dilflcult to collect sufficient 
revenue to carry on works of public 
importance 1n a way that the demands 
would Justify. In order to sustain tho 
reputation of Hint section and the 
country at large,- those left behind had 
done everything possible under the 
circumstances to keep faith with their 
creditors. And so far they had been 
able to get along creditably. A criti- 
cal point, however, had now boon 
reached, and In order that .the munici- 
pality might bo able to continue meet- 
ing its responsibilities, it was necessary 
that parliament should enact tho logis'- 
latlon before the House. ire pointed 
out that the bill had been passed by; 
tho municipal committeo in tho usual 
Way, and he asked that the members 
would give tho measure their endorsa- 
tion. 

The second reading carried without 
dissension. 

Upon going into committee, Mr 
Hawthornthwaito; who had been nwav 
during the second reading, wanted to 
know tho reasons for the introduction 
of "such nn extraordinary piece of 
legislation," 

Mr. Hunter then explained tho posi- 
tion, going over much the 'same ground 
as was covered by the Premier. Ho 
ridded, however, that the matter was 
befni-e tho courts, and that it was Im- 
perative, in order that the municipality 
might recover Itself, that the legisla- 
tion should bo carried. 

Unusual Legislation 
Tho Premier, speuking again, ac- 
knowledged that , the proposed legisla- 
tion was unusual, and that perhaps 
Mr. Hawthornthwaito was Justified in 
taking the stand which lie had as- 
sumed. It was not the regular thing, 
he said, for the government to inter- 
fern in what might be termed the do- 
mestic affairs of ; the various munici- 
palities. But, he assorted, the condi- 
tions wore peculiar. All tho land- 
owners In tho district, ho understood, 
had given their -assent to -the proposal 
Incorporated In the bill under consid- 
eration, and he thought it would bti-a 
graceful thing for the House to pass 
the 'measure, 

Oliver Spoaks 
Mr. Oliver then took- a hand in the 
debate. He pointed out that the 



required was the authority for enter- 
ing into an agreement whereby a cer- 
tain indebtedness might bo paid in 
Instalments of ?600 annually, instead 
of $1000 in that period, as heretofore. 
This was substantially what the hill 
provided for, and he did not think that 
there could bo any reasonable objec- 
tion to its passage. 

Measure Passed 

An amendment was Introduced by 
Mr. Hunter providing that the title of 
the enactment he altered from "An Act 
to Aid tho Municipality of tho City of 
Slocan" to "An Act Relating to the City 
of Slocan." 

The bill was reported complete with 
amendments, and finally passed. 
Principal Provisions 

Tho principal provisions of tho meas- 
ure In full are appended: 

"Notwithstanding anything contained 
in said By-law No. 17, or In the said 
debentures, or in tho Municipal Clauses 
Act, the ■ next payment to be made in 
respect of tho said debentures shall be 
made on the 1st day of August, 1907, 
Instead of tho Cth day of April, 1907, 
and tho amount of such payment shall 
be $000. The municipality shall pay 
the said company interest on tho sum 
of JGG5S.-10 from the Cth day of April, 
1907, to the 1st day of August, 1907, at 
the rate, of 7 per cent por annum, and 
tho said municipality may, with -the 
consent of the said company, recall 
and cancel the said debentures and 
Issue new or substituted, debentures to 
bear date the 1st day of August, 1907, 
and for an amount equal to tho value 
on tho 6th day of April, 1907, of tho 
debentures to be. retired, and for $2S40 
required to produce $1500, the amount 
of said floating debt. The said de- 
bentures shall bo Issued in such de- 
nominations as may ho agreed between 
tho said municipality and the said 
company, payable at the Royal Bunk of 
Canada, in Nelson, B. C, hut not more 
than $G00 of such debentures shall be 
payable In any one year, and the total 
amount to bo paid shall be '$12,000. 

"Tho said substituted debentures 
shall be signed by the mayor and clerk 
of tho said municipality. 

"The said, new and substituted de- 
bentures, when so issued, ..shall bo as 
binding on the snld municipality as if 
Issued by the said municipality under 
the authority to borrow money con- 
tained in the Municipal Clauses Act, 
and shall bo chargeable upon the assets 
of the municipality in tho same manner 
and to the same extent as if a by-law 
authorizing the issuance of tho said 
new and substituted debentures for tho 
sum of $12,000, payable as aforesaid, 
had been duly passed by tho council, 
submitted to the .r.^'jpayeV-'s rt'nd ap- 
proved by them, and during the cur- 
rency of the said debentures there shall 
bo raised annually, by a special rate 
on all tho rateable real property in the 
said city, tho sum of JG0O, for the pur-

17 had been passed 
in reference to the new 'and substituted 
debentures, and boon dated tho 1st day 
of August, 1907, instead of the 6th day 
of April, 1903." ,oi loiioria hoop 
To Validate By-Law ' 

Tho second reading of a bill entitled 
"An Act to Validate By-Law No. 23 of 
the; City of Slocan and to provide for 
the conveyance of property sold under 
the provisions of the said by-law," wan 
taken up, the Premier explaining 
■briefly the purport of the measure. He 
pointed out that a by-law providing 
for tho sale of certain lands had been 
passed, but before the sale had been 
completed, certain amendments to -the 
Municipal Clauses Act had been in- 
troduced, which, it was feared, ren- 
dered the by-law invalid. The bill 
before the House simply provided for 
tho validation of that by-law. 

There was very little discussion upon 
this bill. The House went into com- 
mittee, with Mr. Munro in the chair; 
and. rising, reported the enactment 
complete without amendment. It was 
put through Its third reading and 
passed. 

Cleansing of Voters' Lists 

On tho consideration in committee of 
the bill termed "An Act to Amend the 
Provincial Elections Act," Mr. Bowser, 
the father of the measure, asked leave 
to introduce another amendment. The 
enactment as originally introduced pro- 
vided only for the exclusion of the 
Hindus from the privilege of exercis- 
ing the franchise. The further change 
which Mr. Bowser proposes is to so 
alter the provisions o.f tho original act 
as to make it unnecessary for a foe of 
$1 to bo advanced by anyone who may 
wish to protest against the Inclusion 
of any one name upon the lists. . He 
explained his reason for desiring to 
make the alteration, very clearly. He 
claimed that in the last election in 
Vancouver there were largo numbers — 
In fact upwards of 100u— names on the 
list for which there had' boon no bal- 
lots issued. He contended that no 
party would bo willing to advance 
$1000 for the purpose of having the 
claims of theso people to the franchise 
investigated. Some doubtless wore 
dead and others had left the city. The 
same condition prevailed all through 
the province. Briefly, tho clause mak- 
ing it necessary for tho advancement of 
the fees mentioned precluded tho pos- 
sibility of the lists being cleansed. 

Mr. Williams thought that the elim- 
ination of the clause referred to might 
cause some inconvenience — for in- 
stance on the evo of an election 
through large numbers of complaints. 

Mr. McPlllUlpS supported the amend- 
ment. He endorsed the statement that 
it was unlikely that either parly was 
»h a position to put up the funds 
necessary to ensure a cleansing of the 
voters' lists. 

Mr. Macdonald acknowledged that 
some such move was necessary, be- 
cause there was no doubt that the 
voters' list required revision'. He, how- 
ever, was of tl to opinion that some 
move might be made which would cn- 
Htiro the work being done more thor- 
oughly than what could be expected to 
result from the amendment introduced 
by the senior member .for Vancouver. 

On inotion, the , .comi|i.iU v c rose and 
reported the bill complete with amend- 
ments: 

Shops Regulation Act

The provincial secretary on Tuesday 
submitted papers relating to certain 
acts passed by the legislative assembly 
of British Columbia in 1906. Theso 
wero tabled. They are self-explana- 
tory, and follow: 

The undersigned has under consid- 
eration the statutes of the -legislature 
of British Columbia, passed in tho 
sixth year of His Majesty's reign, 
1900, and received by tho secretary of 
state for Canada on 29th March last, 
and ho is of opinion that theso may 
be loft to such operation as they may 
have, subject to tho following com- 
ments: ' x 

Chapter 32, entitled, "An Act to 
Consolidate and Amend tho 'Municipal 
Clauses Act' and Amending Acts." 

Among tho bylaw-making powers of 
municipalities under this act, as de- 
fined by section GO, the undersigned 
observes that those enumerated 90, 91 
and 105, relate to tho criminal law, 
and may bo ultra vires. Tho under- 
signed does not admit that enumera- 
tion 9S is within tho authority of the 
legislature, and enumerations 187 and 
188 would seom to be ultra vires in 
view of the recent amendments to tho 
criminal code, 1892, with regard to 
trading stamps. Paragraph 30 of sec- 
tion 176 is also subject to the last- 
mentioned objection. Tho undersign- 
ed does not, however, for these rea- 
sons consider that this act should bo 
disallowed. It will be for tho courts, 
If objection bo raised as to any of 
theso provisions, to determine the 
question. 

Chap ted 51, entitled "A,n Act to In- 
corporate the British Columbia Cen- 
tral Railway Company." 

Chapter 52, entitled "An Act to In- 
corporate the British Columbia Nor- 
thern and Alaska Railway Company." 

Chapter 03, entitled "An Act to In- 
corporate tho Southeast Kootenay 
Railway Company." 

Chapter GO, entitled "An Act to In- 
corporate the Southern Okanagan 
Railway Company." 

Each of those acts authorized tho 
Incorporated company to construct a 
railway from or to tho boundary of 
the province, and is, on that account, 
the undersigned submits, objection- 
able. The question of tho capacity of 
a local legislature to confer such pow- 
ers may, however, bo determined by 
tho courts when it arises.

and effect contracts of insurance with 
any person or corporation against loss

Tho 'Winnipeg Free Press of Friday 
last had the following: ' . > 

Reports from the Pacific coast, sug- 
gesting mineral and industrial potenti- 
alities, seem like momentary peeps 
Into a great destiny; and Winnipeg- 
gers, who have gone thither and re- 
turn to tell us about them, arc like 
they who went forth to spy out a 
promised land. In this category must 
be placed J. Arbuthnot, during 1901,2- 
3 mayor of the city, who is on a visit 
here. 

Mr. Arbutlmot is interested in coal 
and lumber on Vancouver Island, 
which, In the probable rise of trade in 
the Orient, i:: bound to occupy a pre 
eminent situation. This winter 50,000 
tons of herrings have been exported 
from Nanalmo to Japan: and there is 
a great demand lor ties for railway 
building In both China and Japan 

Shipbuilding and coal mining arc 
also thriving; and, with tlie probable 
exploitation of the vast iron resources 
.of the Island and its manufacture into 
machinery and other industrial appli 
uncos, an alluring picture Is shadowed 
upon tho mind. 

"Our growth out there," said Mr. 
Arbuthnot to an interviewer, "Is, of 
course, dependent upon the advance- 
ment here. British Columbia has 
things which arc valuable to you, and 
you have products which arc essential 
to oar existence. So wo are mutually 
dependent. British Columbia will not 
reach tlie importance which her situa- 
tion and natural resources justify un- 
til the provinces behind her are set- 
tled up." 

Secured Coal Lands 

Questioned concerning coal, tlie ex- 
mayor said his company had taken up 
from 116.000 to 30,000 acres of land at 
the north cud of tho Island, upon 
which they Intel a diamond drill work- 
ing. One hole had been made, opening 
up a live-foot seam of soft coal to a 
depth of 150 feet. The mineral ran 
up to the beach, and w\s to he seert 
under the sou in tho direction, of an 
island; which lie Had also acquired 
The coast, at this point, rendered it 
possible for vessels to come right up 
to the shore and load. It would take, 
he estimated, $300,000 to develop the 
property. 

"Thev- tell me" ho went on "tnere ts 
an abundance of iron, copper, marble, 
and tho Ilncst building stone. A com- 
panv is exploiting tho marble; and 
15 miles out of Victoria, Portland ce- 
ment is being manufactured. Al- 
though there arc parts little known, 
the wealth of the island is already es- 
tablished, and the people are waking 
up to' tlie fact,' "uhncr the arousing in- 
fluence of tlie ncw-comcr, who, hav- 
ing set other places on the move, is 
now turning his attention to this last 
field of Dominion enterprise." < 

Mr. Arbutlmot, who trades In Van- 
couver Island under the style of the 
Red Fir Lurnber company, Ilnds that 
the lumber business is brisk, owing to 
tho demand for export. Coal In Vic- 
toria is $7.75 the highness of the price 
being duo to the scarcity of labor, tlie 
shipping '.iking the coal as fast as it 
is mined. 

Good Shelter for Harbors. 

He thinks that, many places, whichi 
are scarcely known today, will be 
flourishing cities in tlie near future. 
He exoeels that several new harbors 
will bo made on tbe coast, which 
abounds in good shelter for shipping, 
unexplored forests contain a groat 
amount of wealth, which time and 
necessity will also eventually bring 
into the market.

Conference at Calgary May Break 
Up Without Reaching 
Settlement 



Calgary, March 27. — After an all- 
day's sitting tho operators and minors' 
delegates failed. to como to any agree- 
ment yesterday. Several of the, mem- 
bers of tho . conference have left in 
disgust at the prolonged negotiations. 
President Mitchell has wired stating 
that he is unable to attend tho con- 
ference on account of illness. District 
Vice-President Sherman says the con- 
ference will probably end tomorrow, 
and that a strike is probable. 

Friday, Saturday ahd all day Mon- 
day the miners' delegates .and tho 
operators woro behind > closed doors 
attempting to como to some solution 
of the problem that has puzzled them. 
Both sides have stood strongly for 
their claims, and during tho closed 
sessions there has been nothing but 
argument on both sides. 

The question that has been agitating 
tho members of the Joint conference 
meetings of late Is the establishing of 
a permanent board of conciliation 
composed of three from each side and 
■with an independent chairman in case 
of disagreement. This permanent 
board would settle all serious ques- 
tions and disputes. The matter stands 
llko this: Moat miners in British Co- 
lumbia and Alberta are from tho old 
country, where such boards are much 
in evidence. Tho miners strongly de- 
sire that such a board be arranged, 
although it Is rather in opposition to 
the wishes of the head men of tho 
International Mineworkers' associa- 
tion. 

The International Mineworkers, 
whoso chief officers are over the 
organization in Alberta and British 
Columbia, rather wish that all dis- 
putes ' be referred to them, but they 
are not standing firmly for this, and 
If the Canadian miners really vMsh a 
conciliation board they can have it. 
All the delegates at the present con- 
ference, In accordance with instruc- 
tions from the operators, are also in 
favor of such a body of men, -but still 
soma of the operators are much op- 
posed to tho proposed way of settling 
disputes, and thus tho arguments have 
been interm' 
lng parties.

Tho train 
was nearly 12 hours late, but despite 
the falling snow and the uncertainty 
which' throughout the day had sur- 
rounded tho movements of tho C. P. 
R. " trains', the greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed. Mayor. Smith and the 
members of tho city council were in 
attendance, the city clerk reading an 
address of welcome which was pre- 
sented to the General. The General 
In reply thanked tho citizens for their 
kindly welcome, and asked their co- 
operation in tho work of filling this 
great country with British settlors, 
who should be a credit to tho country 
and to the flag.

Rochester. Delivers Address 
and Teachers Take Part 
in Discussion 



Lord's Day Observance formed tho 
keynote of tho discussion at tho clos- 
ing session of tho convention of the 
local branch of tho International Sun- 
day School Association hold in tho 
Centennial Mctodlst Church last even- 
ing. . '• , . 

Thero had been no prearrangemcnt 
to tho effect that - this much debated 
ciuostlon should come up for discus- 
sion, but somehow the teachers found 
themselves unable' to steer clear of It. 
Dr. Rochester, the western traveling 
secretary of the Dominion Lord's Day 
Alliance, was present, and naturally 
was called upon to speak. He devot- 
ed a considerable portion of his ad- 
dress to tho work of tho Alliance, and 
when ho was' through discussion be- 
came general. To crown the proceed- 
ings in this direction, a resolution, 
which it is Intended to submit to the 
consideration of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, was put to the meeting, along 
with others and unanimously passed. 

Although it occupied a large part of 
the attention of tho meeting Lord's 
Day Observance did not by . any means 
take it all,' many other matters of the 
greatest importance being discussed. 
Reports were received, from tho. varl? 
ous committees appointed at Tuesday's 
meeting of the convention, several ad- 
dresses were given, nnd papers read 
of tho greatest interest to all Sunday- 
school' teachers of whatover denomi- 
nation. • - •» 1 ■ ~ ' - , . • 

Dr. Rochester, who introduced the 
topic of- tho Lord's Day Observance, 
was present merely as one of tho audi- 
ence. At the lost moment, however, 
it was discovered that owing to sick- 
ness, Rev. Leslie Clay, who was down 
on the programme for an address 
would be unable to be present, and Dr. 
Rochester was asked to take 'his place. 
This lie did and delivered an extempore 
address that interested and amused 
his hearers — for tho traveling secre- 
tary of the Alliance is a witty speaker. 
Ho took as his thomo tho responsi- 
bility which rests upon all Sunday 
school teachers to inculcato into the 
children under their chargo a. proper 
conception of tho nature of the Sab- 
bath. He pointed out that it was in 
childhood that the habits Which in- 
fluenced the 'whole course 1 of future 
life were formed, and -that If that life 
was to bo useful t^nd devoted to the 
highest aims it was necessary that 
nothing but the very best and noblest 
thoughts and aspirations should bo put 
into the mind of the child. 

The Lord's Day,. .said Dr. Rochester, 
was ono of tho grandest Institutions 
which the race had Inherited' from 
foregoing generations, and It was tho 
duty of posterity to keep its observ- 
ance inviolate. The observance of the 
Sabbath was bound up with tho very 
highest life of our civilization and It 
was the duty of all those who looked 
to tho true development of tho race 
to see thfit no. abuses were allowed to' 
creep in ".vhich would tend, toi destroy 
its integrity \ 

In tho second place, the speaker 
dwelt upon the necessity of inculcating 
a spirit of Independence in children, 
and especially in. boys. Contrary to 
the generally. '. accepted : opinion; tho 
doctor appeared to think that ' girls 
are as a rule of a more Independent 
nature than boys. Tho men, ho stated, 
bowed to convention and' custom even 
more than tho ladies. 

"The, summer is. coming on now," 
said he, " ahd I know- that it's usual 
to joke about tho anxiety of tho ladles 
to keep In the fashion.' Well,' that may 
be, but nevertheless ' in" my opinion, 
the men are just as much th6 .slaves 
of convention as the ladles; Thero 
aro lots of men who are worrying -more 
about what clothes they are going to 
wear, and how they are to keep in tho 
fashion, at the present time, than tho 
ladles are. And that's all right to a 
certain extent. It's a good thing to 
bo in vogue. I like to be thero myself. 
But don't let us becomo slaves. Don't 
let us y>o led into doing things wnlch 
aro not right just because others do 
them." 

*Dr. Rochester told of an up-country 
mother, who had been trying to train 
her boy in the way that he should go. 

"But why shouldn't I stay out late 
at night like the rest of tho fellows 
do? Why shouldn't 1 spend my. even- 
ings at the rink, and why shouldn't I 
go shooting on Sundays just llko all 
the rest of tho. boys do?" the young 
man had asked. 

And to this Dr. Rochester answered 
that in some things it was better to 
differ from tho run of mankind. "Let 
us be leaders in some things," said he. 
"Let us do what wo know is right, 
not what other people do." 

He spoke feelingly of the beauties 
of a free and independent spirit, and 
was even inclined to deplore the lack 
of that pugacious and bellicose spirit 
among the boys of tho present day, 
which Is the outward and visible sign 
of an independent nature. 

"Nowadays," said he, "it is tho ladies 
that are the fighters, and who take 
tho forefront of the battle in tho com- 
bat against existing ovlls. The men 
aro satisfied. to sit back, and let things 
take their course." 

Dr. Rochester was followed by E. 
A. Lewis, of the Board of School' Trus- 
tees, who expressed himself as being 
heartily in accord with all the previous 
speaker's ideas. 

"I hope," said he, "to sec tho Lord's 
Day Observance Act put into force by 
the legislature of this province. Thero 
may bo somo clauses in it which are 
not suitablo to conditions in this pro- 
vince, but even so, what is tho differ- 
ence. If it is found that the act works 
any Injustice, why then let those claus- 
wliich work the hardship be' altered 
so as to "conform to local' conditions. 



Tljo provincial parliament lias, I bo- 
lleve, the right to do- this, but -by -ail- 
means let us have the act. enforced. 
The Lord's Day Is the bulwark of our 
race. Orico 'let its observance) fall into 
desuetude and what will become of 
us? Employers ot labor ',sp.turarr:ecl with 
graft and selfishness will more and 
more oppress their men, until labor- 
ers will bo forced to work the whole 
seven.- days of the week." • 

Mr. Lewis agreed that tho' place to 
inculcate Into the rising generation a 
proper feeling of tho sanctity of the 
Sabbath was at the Sunday school. 
"If," said he, " proper habits aro in- 
stilled into people while thoy aro young, 
those habits will influenco their wholo 
after, life. They may go to the anti- 
podes in their morals, but neverthe- 
less they aro bound to como l>ack again. 
Their habits will make them- walk 
aright, whether they want to or not." 

Various other members of the audi- 
ence also took part In tho discussion, 
and at its conclusion, tlio following 
resolution was unanimously passed: ' 

"That this association rejoices in tho 
enactment by tho Dominion Parlia- 
ment of a law for the bettor observ- 
ance of the Lord's Day and earnestly 
beseeches tho Attorney General and 
members of the government of British 
Columbia to ■ talce tho needful stops 
for .the enforcement of tills law in 
this province. The association regards 
the protection of the Lord's Day from 
thoso who would break down Its ob- 
ligations for the sake of greed or gain 
or a desire, for pleasure as one of tho 
highest functions of the government, 
nnd boliovo that on the maintenance 
of this day for rest and worship, much 
of the future prosperity of this pro- 
vince depends." 

It was decided to send a copy of 
this resolution to tho members of the 
local government. 

• The temperance movement occupied 
a largo part of the^attontlon of tho 
mooting, much inlji'rokthng discussion 
being carried on .'hi \this7 regard. The' 
feelings of tho meeting on this question 
.were crystalled hi the following reso- 
lution submitted . i.o;-,tlie. mooting by 
Rev. T. \V. Gladstone, chairman . of 
tho resolution':. conhnit'tee, and .'passed 
unanimously. \ i ,*"'■.'"; • , ' : 

"That this association /recognizes the 
importance of -Inculcating In the chil- 
dren a strong ihoral'fe'c.lirig'agairist the 
use Of intoxicating" Jiciuor's alike as- a 
'protection from personal,, peril and as 
a preparation for .future • service - in tho 
temperance reform mriy.ernent, earnest- 
ly exhorts the teachers -nnd officers' 
of tho Sunday . schools in- fhe union to- 
pay special attention to lthe quarterly 
temperance lessqnR and to endeavor 
to form* In each Sunday school a band 
of pledged abstainers . from ,'strong' 
drink. ' ■ .. 

j "Tills association, ' 'would, also com- 
mend the;, four-told pledge against 
intoxicants,, tobacco, -'gambling and the 
use of profane la/nguago for . adoption 
by teachers f and , 'scholars alikb. 

"This association 'gives' its cordial 
.■^ipport to the Dominion Alliance and 
earnestly prays that ,Cod may bless 
them in their efforts to induce, the pro- 
vincial legislature To pass effective laws 
for the reductid'nVof tho ovlls arising 
from tho trade "inSstrong drinks. This 
association further wlsheS/to place on 
record its conviction that tho trade in 
Intoxicants provides no benefits com- 
parable with the' terrible ovlls it cre- 
ates and that tho proper action Of tho 
atato would be to. prohibit the manu- 
facture 'and importation and sale- of 
Intoxicants as ' beverages." 

It was decided /to. submit a copy of 
the latter part of this resolution, also, 
to tho provincial legislature. 

Ono of tho most Interesting items 
of the business of the evening was tho 
rending of a paper on "The Forward 
Movement Bible ..Qlass," by Mr. Home, 
a now arrival in the city. Mr. Horno 
who showed' himself to be well in 
touch with Sunday school work, ad- 
vocated that particular attention be 
paid to the Bible classo of the various 
city Sunday schools. Ho argued that 
through the Bible class alono it was 
possible to influenco young men nnd 
women when thoy. were at the most 
critical point in their lives. It was 
through it that the whole courso of 
the future life of a boy or girl might 
be shaped. . He stated that everywhere 
the Importance of the Bible class in 
tho life of the church -was beginning 
to be realized, and prophesied that an 
era of great development in this direc- 
tion would soon occur, 

: Not only should an effort bo mado to 
reach tho buys and girls through the 
class, said Mr. Hot-he, but. through it, 
It was also possible to appeal to grown 
men and women; with whose religious 
life It would oiten bo Impossible to 
otherwise get in touch. In other ohles 
men and women of 50 years of ago and 
upwards attended these "Burraci" 
Masses, of which ono already exists in 
this city. 

Mr. Horno was followed by Rev. Dr. 
Campbell, who suggested ways of f t'» 
trading young men and women to at- 
tend the Bible class. It was easy 
enough, he said, to start such a class, 
Tho trouble was to got anyone to at- 
tend It. Ho recommended that the 
Blblo class bo regarded as a snrt of 
club.

Taking the first 40 miles nn the Bella 
Coola Vnlley, the altitude Is 800 .feel— the 
valley being from a half mile to two miles 
wide. 

The next -A miles there Is a rise of 
two feet to a noliit about two miles south 
of the Orcat Slide. 

From here instead of following Hie trail 
we. cross Hie Ifotnnrks Hvrr and follow 
tlie main river southerly, thence along the 
shores of one or two hikes to the mouth 
of a branch coming in from the east, 0)y 



following this branch wo gradually -rise to 
the summit: where there is a large lake 
and an altitude of about 30OO feet, nnd 
a distance from tide water of roughly 
speaking one hundred miles.

In case of the railway company crossing 
Bute Inlet for a terminal point, we nre 
well satisfied that Bella Coola. having 
the natural resource.* or climate land, 
mineral. Including coal, and , harbor, and 
everything that goes to make a place will 
eventually, In the very near future get a 
road.

Before a representative gathering of 
educationalists and business men of 
the city. Prof, Stephen B. Leacock, of 
McGill University, Montreal, at a 
luncheon tendered by tho Empire Club, 
delivered an interesting and scholarly 
address on tho subject, "Empire and 
Education," says the Toronto Mall and 
Empire. In language pointed and 
forceful the address was an appeal to 
the ministers of the government of 
Canada, attending tlie fourth colonial 
conference at London, to take definite 
stops to bring Canada to the front 
and to place her on an equal footing 
with the Mother Country. As 'to the 
stand of educationalists tho speaker 
believed that the idea that they should 
not meddle in politics was a national 
mistake. The teachers arid professors 
were the moulders of moral and public 
thought and should have a say In re- 
gard to what form of government the 
country should adopt. Imperialism was 
the policy advocated throughout by the 
speaker, who claimed that Canada 
should no longer be a colony. 

Not Independence Nor Annexation. 
"Nor Is it ever possible or desirable, 
said he, "that we In Canada should 
form an independent country. 'the 
little cry that hero and there goes up 
among us is but the symptom of an 
aspiring discontent that will not lot 
our perple longer be colonials. Inde- 
pendent we c6uld not survive a decade. 
Those who know our country realize 
that beneath its surface smoulder still 
the embers of racial feud and of re- 
ligious bitterness. Let us compose the 
feud and still the strife of races, not 
In .'the artillcial partnership of an in- 
dependent Canada, but ln tho joint 
greatness of a common destiny. Tho 
day of annexation with tho United 
States, the speaker claimed, was pass 
ed. and the future of Canada could 
not be found In such' a union. 

Need of a Navy. 
"Not independence, then," continued 
the speaker, "not annexation, not 
stagnation, nor yet that doctrine of a 
little Canada that some conceive — half 
in. half out of tho Empire, with a 
mimic navy of its own; a pretty navy 
this — poor two-penny collection, frol- 
icking on its way strictly within the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, semi-detached, 
the better to be smashed at will. As 
well a navy of the province or the 
parish, home-made for use at home, 
docked every Saturday in Lake Nipl- 
gon. Yet this you say, you of the 
Provincial Rights party, you Little 
Canada man, is all we can afford — wo 
that have raised our public charges 
from 40 to 80 millions odd within tho 
last ton years and scarce have felt the 
strain of it. It in net a commercial ben- 
efit we buy. We arc burying back our 
honor as Imperial citizens. For, look 
you, this protection of our lines and 
coast, this safeguard from scourge of 
war, we have now as much as you of 
England — you from the hard-earned 
money that you pay as the peasant 
pensioners of your Imperial bounty.'" 
An Unjted Empire Wanted. 
Thus stands the question of the fu- 
ture of Canada. Find us something 
other than mere colonial stagnation, 
something sounder than independence, 
nobler than annexation, greater in 
purpose than a Little Canada. Find 
us a way. Build us a plan that shall 
make us in hope, at least, an Empire 
permanent and Indivisible." 

Prof. Leacock was given wonderful 
applause upon resuming his seat, after 
Which) Prof. Baker, of Toronto Unl 
verslty, and Inspector Jas. L. Hughes 
moved and seconded a hearty vote of 
thanks to the speaker. Dr. Clouse, of 
the university, and Prof. McGillivray, 
of Glasgow, Scotland, also made brief 
speeches.
